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Preface 



Welcome to the twelfth volume of the Biography Today Author Series. We 
are publishing this series in response to suggestions from our readers, who 
want more coverage of more people in Biography Today. Several volumes, 
covering Artists, Authors, Scientists and Inventors, Sports Figures, and 
World Leaders, have appeared thus far in the Subject Series. Each of these 
hardcover volumes is 200 pages in length and covers approximately 10 indi- 
viduals of interest to readers ages 9 and above. The length and format of the 
entries are like those found in the regular issues of Biography Today, but there 
is no duplication between the regular series and the special subject volumes. 



The Plan of the Work 

As with the regular issues of Biography Today, this special subject volume on 
Authors was especially created to appeal to young readers in a format they 
can enjoy reading and readily understand. Each volume contains alphabeti- 
cally arranged sketches. Each entry provides at least one picture of the indi- 
vidual profiled, and bold-faced rubrics lead the reader to information on 
birth, youth, early memories, education, first jobs, marriage and family, career 
highlights, memorable experiences, hobbies, and honors and awards. Each of 
the entries ends with a list of easily accessible sources designed to lead the 
student to further reading on the individual and a current address. Obituary 
entries are also included, written to provide a perspective on the individual's 
entire career. Obituaries are clearly marked in both the table of contents and 
at the beginning of the entry. 

Biographies are prepared by Omnigraphics editors after extensive research, 
utilizing the most current materials available. Those sources that are general- 
ly available to students appear in the list of further reading at the end of the 
sketch. 



Indexes 

A new index now appears in all Biography Today publications. In an effort to 
make the index easier to use, we have combined the Name and General 
Index into one, called the Cumulative Index. This new index contains the 
names of all individuals who have appeared in Biography Today since the se- 
ries began. The names appear in bold faced type, followed by the issue in 
which they appeared. The Cumulative Index also contains the occupations, 
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nationalities, and ethnic and minority origins of individuals profiled. The 
Cumulative Index is cumulative, including references to all individuals who 
have appeared in the Biography Today General Series and the Biography 
Today Special Subject volumes since the series began in 1992. 

The Birthday Index and Places of Birth Index will continue to appear in all 
Special Subject volumes.

BIRTH 

An Na was bom on July 17, 1972, in South Korea. Her mother. 
An Jin Suk, is a chef. Her father. An Jung Young, is an engi- 
neer. She has one younger sister. An Jin, and one younger 
brother. An Sung. 

An Na uses the Korean form of her name. In Korean names, 
the family name comes first, followed by the person's given 
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name. So "An" is her family name, and "Na" is her given name, what 
Americans would call her first name.

YOUTH 

An and her family moved from Korea 
to California when she was four years 
old. The prospect of living in the 
United States excited young An. But 
after she and her parents settled in 
San Diego, she found it very difficult 
to adjust to American life. She did not 
know how to speak or read English, 
and she was unfamiliar with the cus- 
toms and culture of her new land. In 
addition, her Asian features set her 
apart from her mostly white class- 
mates, and some of them mistreated 
her just because of her ethnic back- 
ground. 

As An grew older and gained an un- 
derstanding of the English language, 
she took great comfort in books. They 
helped her understand the culture 
and history of the United States, and 
reading was an activity that provided 
her with peace and quiet. "I would 
read all the time," she recalled. "I used 
to lock myself in the bathroom for 
hours — since that was the only room 
with a lock — and read until my mom 
threatened to break down the door." 



On many occasions. An would be- 
come so absorbed in a book's plot 
and characters that she would com- 

yy pletely lose track of her surroundings. 

"I remember reading books and fall- 
ing under a spell, stepping into an- 
other world, becoming another person," she said. "More than television or 
movies, I could identify with the protagonist simply because she or he was 
not portrayed for me. While there might have been descriptive passages 
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about what the character looked like, the beauty of a book stems from the 
way in which readers can overtake words. It's harder to do that in movies 
and television because the image is so present. Words have built in spaces 
for the readers to make themselves cozy." 

Despite her love of literature, however. An never thought about being a 
writer during her adolescence. "It wasn't a possibility to even think of it 
since creative fields are usually discouraged by [immigrant] parents," she 
explained. Instead, many immigrant parents want their children to con- 
centrate on attaining professional careers in more traditional fields, like 
law, medicine, or academics. 

An recalls many happy moments with friends and family in her youth. But 
she notes that "when I look back at my teenage years I can see two distinct 
personalities. There was the real me, which was gregarious, liked to laugh 
and have fun, who showed up at my Korean church, and then there was 
the school me, quiet, softspoken, hardly raised her hand in class. The two 
different sides related directly to my peers — Only at my church, where all 
my friends were Korean, did I feel like I could be myself. Here, my peers 
understood and shared the same culture and issues that I dealt with at 
home and outside of church. My best friends growing up were Korean 
church friends." 

EDUCATION 

An attended classes in the San Diego public school system. "I was in all 
honors classes which consisted mostly of white students," she said. "I can 
only remember a few other people of color in my classes if at all. It had 
been that way since elementary school. I was quite shy and self-conscious 
in that environment, having been teased when I was younger for being 
different." 

An graduated from Patrick Henry High School in 1990. She then enrolled 
at Amherst College in Amherst, Massachusetts. Four years later, she grad- 
uated magna cum laude with a Bachelor of Arts degree (BA) in Women's 
and Gender Studies. But it was a course in children's literature, taken dur- 
ing her last semester at Amherst, that set An on her future career path. 

The children's literature class awakened new thoughts and desires in An. 
As she read and studied famous works written for young people, she 
began to entertain the possibility of writing for the first time. She then 
drew on her imagination to write a picture book story of her own. It was at 
that point that she realized that she loved writing. "I loved the process, the

thinking, the freedom and creativity," 
she remembered. "I could create my 
own world. Wild!" 

After graduating from Amherst in 
1994, An began a career as a teacher 
of English and history. But she was 
also determined to explore further 
her newfound enthusiasm for writing 
and' storytelling. So she decided to 
continue her education at Norwich 
University in Vermont. In 2000 she 
graduated from Norwich with a Mas- 
ter of Fine Arts degree (MFA) in writ- 
ing children's literature. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS

yy From 1994 to 2000, An taught English 

and history classes to middle school 
children. But during much of this period, she also took classes at Norwich 
University. It was while taking these classes that she found her voice as a 
writer. "Only after starting the MFA [Master of Fine Arts] program did I 
experience the realities of writing full time," she said. "All the elements 
that made writing so fantastic were still there, but along with the thrill was 
the discovery of the day-to-day process. Writing, revising, editing, rewrit- 
ing, re -revising, cutting, chopping, crumbling, all of that was also writing. 
There are times when the words come to me as though spirited through 
the skies by writing fairies and there are times when I wander around my 
office picking lint off books." 



An began writing A Step from Heaven as part of her course work at Nor- 
wich. This first novel was based on her own experiences growing up in 
California. "I started with one single impression from my childhood — the 
memory of my mother taking me to have my hair curled shortly after we 
arrived in California, since she realized that this was what most Americans 
looked like," she recalled. "And the story just took off from there as I added 
vignettes from my memory and was encouraged by people's positive re- 
sponse to what I was writing." 

But even as the manuscript for Step grew in size. An became increasingly 
unhappy with it. "I realized at a certain point that my skills as a writer were 
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not up to par with what I visualized and heard in my head," she explained. 
"I could not make the words that I was writing convey the emotions and 
sentiments that were in my mind. I had to put the book down and work 
on something else. I wrote an entire middle grade novel, that I eventually 

chucked, before going back to Step Finally, when I went back to Step, I 

was ready to do the hard work. And this time I knew I could do it." 

By the time An earned her master's degree in children's literature in 2000, 
she had also completed her manuscript for A Step from Heaven. One of her 
academic advisors offered to show the book to an editor at a publishing 
house. To An's delight, the editor quickly offered to publish the novel, and 
one year later A Step from Heaven arrived on bookstore shelves all across 
America. 



A Step from Heaven 



A Step from Heaven explores issues of cultural identity, family ties, and ado- 
lescent self-image. This debut novel tells the story of a Korean-born girl 
named Young Ju who moves to the United States with her parents when 
she is five years old. Arranged by chapters that show Young Ju at various 
stages of adolescence, the book captures some of the most important and 
meaningful events in her life. In the early chapters of A Step from Heaven, 
the narrative shows Young Ju's difficult transition to her new life and sur- 
roundings. It then focuses on her struggle to balance two conflicting is- 



sues: her own desire to be accepted by 
other students as a fellow American, 
and her desire to comply with the de- 
mands of her parents, who insist that 
she speak Korean at home and follow 
traditional Korean ways. Finally, the 
novel depicts Young Ju's relationship 
with her father, a proud man who be- 
comes so angry and disillusioned with 
disappointments in America that he 
turns into an abusive alcoholic. 

A Step from Heaven attracted a great 
deal of attention from readers and 
critics alike, and reviewers showered 
it with praise. Some critics empha- 
sized An's skill at portraying Young 
Ju's emotional responses to her con- 
fusing and conflicted life. "This beau-

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tifully written book, a tale of both tragedy and eventual triumph, is likely to 
bring tears to the eyes of any reader," declared Voice of Youth Advocates. "Its 
author must be considered an important new voice in Asian-American 
children's literature." Others critics pointed out the author's wonderful sto- 
rytelling instincts. For example, JadeMagazine.com observed that "the lan- 
guage of this book mirrors Young Ju's gradual acclimation into American so- 
ciety. A Step from Heaven is initially full of Korean words and broken English; 

however, as Young Ju's English im- 
proves Na also improves the quality of 
the book's sentence structure." 

Altogether, reviewers cited the book 
as a superb debut by an undeniably 
talented and insightful writer. Book- 
list, for example, described the novel 
as "a stirring immigration story [in 
which] the particulars of one Korean- 
American family speak to universal 
conflicts between home and outside. 
Each chapter is a story in itself, with 
dramatic surprise or quiet reversal. 
The tales blend together into a beau- 
tiful coming-of-age drama that will 
grab teens and make them think of 
their own conflicts." School Library 
Journal added that the book does a 
fine job of exploring the many difficul- 
ties faced by immigrants to America: 
"adjusting to strange customs, learn- 
ing a new language, dealing with gov- 
ernment bureaucracy, adults working 
two jobs each, and children embar- 
rassed by their parents' behavior. 
Woven throughout is the underlying 
theme of dealing with an alcoholic 
and abusive father. Na has effectively evoked the horror and small joys of 
the girl's home life while creating sympathetic portraits of all the members 
of the family. A beautifully written, affecting work." Multicultural Review, 
meanwhile, declared that "[An's book] allows young people to step out- 
side themselves for a moment and walk in the shoes of a hesitant, troubled 
peer who is not sure she likes being here [in America], Poignant and pow- 
erful, the book is written with lyrical inventiveness that startles and de- 
lights and makes us see all things about us with new eyes."

Finally, critics reserved special praise 
for An's depiction of the novel's 
young protagonist, who is a convinc- 
ing blend of fragility and strength. 
"The book is endowed with a haunt- 
ing grace by the exquisite voice of a 
new young writer," claimed the New 
York Times Book Review. "Young Ju is 
the emotional center of the book, and 
a wonderful character she is: feisty, 
observant, empathetic, and resource- 
ful. As immigrant children do, she be- 
comes an intermediary for her par- 
ents, translating America for them 
while trying, often unsuccessfully, to 
keep her American attitudes out of 
her home, where they land her in 
trouble. Her struggle to endure, and 
finally to rebel, makes a book full of 
heartbreaking scenes become, in the 
end, a story of triumph."

For her part, An felt that she accom- 
plished her goal of making readers 
understand and appreciate the depth 
of Young Ju's struggles. "I wanted the 
reader to feel like they were reliving 
Young Ju's childhood with her," she 
explained. "Memory comes as a com- 
plete story with a beginning, middle, and end, [but it includes especially 
important moments] that focus on a smell or a touch or a feeling. This was 
what I wanted to convey when I began to construct Young Ju's life from a 
very young age to her years as a teenager. Hopefully, readers will leave the 
novel understanding how bits and pieces of Young Ju's childhood shaped 
who she became as an adult." 

An freely admits that she drew heavily upon her own childhood experi- 
ences when she wrote A Step from Heaven. "[It] grew from a need to ex- 
press some of the longings and frustrations that I felt as an immigrant 
growing up in America," she said. "Many people ask me if this novel is au- 
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tobiographical and I always respond by saying yes and no. As with all writ- 
ing, the novel draws on past emotions, but the story is not my life. What 
the protagonist and I do share are some of the feelings of yearning, joy, 
and shame that come with trying to negotiate a foreign culture." 

An even acknowledges that some of the events that she describes in A Step 
from Heaven are based on childhood memories. But she stresses that "there 
are differences between Young's life and my own. The dynamics of her 
family were not the same as those of my own, yet I, too, felt that I couldn't 
be fully American given the expectations of my family, which was defi- 
nitely a traditional Korean family. I drew upon that same experience of 
the duality of two cultures and the pull of trying to be a good daughter 
while absorbing the American ways I was learning at school." 

Even though A Step from Heaven included fictional events, An admitted 
that she was not sure how members of her family would view the book. "I 
was initially afraid to show my father 
this book, because I knew that he 
would ask, 'Is this how you perceive 
me?"' she said. "But I didn't have to 
worry, because he got it exactly. He 
knew that my story was fictionalized, 
yet he said that he could see where it 
all came from. And my mother loved 
it. She is so proud of me that it is 
amazing. She can't stop toting the 
book to all my old schools." 

Awards for the Novel 

In the months following the publica- 
tion of A Step from Heaven, the novel 
received a number of honors and 
awards. For example, it was selected 
as a finalist for the 2001 National 
Book Award, one of the greatest hon- 
ors in American literature. But An did 
not even learn of this honor until 
days after the announcement. As it 
turns out, she and her husband were 
backpacking in Asia's Himalayan 
Mountains when the finalists were 
announced. Her editor sent her an e- 
mail message with the good news, 
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"There are differences 
between Young's life and my 
own. The dynamics of her 
family were not the same 
as those of my own , yet I, 
too, felt that I couldn't be 
fully American given the 
expectations of my family, 
which was definitely a 
traditional Korean family. 

I drew upon that same 
experience of the duality of 
two cultures and the pull of 
trying to be a good daughter 
while absorbing the 
American ways I was 
learning at school." 
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but he could do little else until An completed the hiking trip. "When James 
and I finally got out of the mountains, we had to travel through two vil- 
lages before we could get Internet access," recalled An. "When we finally 
got through [and learned the news], James and I were jumping and 
whooping it up in this tiny Internet cafe. The whole experience has been 
kind of unbelievable. Nobody expects a first novel to get that much atten- 
tion, let alone [get] nominated for such a prestigious award. Being at the 
awards ceremony felt like I had somehow crashed a party. Who let me in 
with all these amazing writers?"

Awards for A Step from Heaven contin- 
ued to pile up in 2002. The most presti- 
gious of these honors was the Ameri- 
can Library Association's Michael L. 
Printz Award for excellence in litera- 
ture for young adults. According to the 
chairperson of the Printz Award Selec- 
tion Committee, An was a very deserv- 
ing recipient: "Each chapter of [A Step 
from Heaven] is a stirring story, and to- 
gether these lyrical vignettes create a 
heartfelt account of every teen's strug- 
gle between family and self." 



An intends to be a writer for the rest 
of her life. In fact, she is hard at work 
yy on a second novel, about a relation- 
ship between a Korean-American girl 
and a Mexican -American boy. She admits that being a successful writer re- 
quires great motivation and discipline. "Trying to write five days out of the 
week as though it is a regular job is hard when there is no one else that 
you have to be accountable to except yourself," she explained. "Eventually 
for me, if I don't write, I get so antsy and guilt-ridden that I have to go and 
do the work." Indeed, An believes that her writing ability is a gift that she 
should take full advantage of. "Writing is hard, but what other work lets 
you create a world and people of your own making?" she said. "I have 
found no greater joy than stepping into a half complete story and asking 
my characters. What's next?' I could not imagine a better way to live."

Claude Brown 1937-2002 

American Writer and Lecturer 
Author of Manchild in the Promised Land 



BIRTH 

Claude Brown was born on February 23, 1937, in New York 
City. His father, Henry Lee Brown, worked in a railroad yard. 
His mother, Ossie Brock Brown, worked as a housekeeper and 
cleaning lady. Brown was the second of four children. He had 
one younger brother, nicknamed "Pimp," and two sisters, 
Carole and Margie. 
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YOUTH AND EDUCATION 

Brown grew up in a poor, crime-ridden section of New York City called 
Harlem, which was composed almost entirely of African-Americans. His 
parents had moved to Harlem from South Carolina in 1935 in hopes of 
building a better life for themselves. But Harlem turned out to be a very dif- 
ficult place in which to raise a family. The only home they could afford was 
a cramped apartment in an old building that was heavily scarred by graffiti 
and windblown trash. Crime and poverty riddled Harlem's streets, and the 
issues of alcohol and drug abuse were terrible problems in many homes. 

In addition, the Brown children were 
raised during an era of U.S. history in 
which black people did not enjoy the 
same basic civil rights as whites. Many 
laws in place at the time discriminated 
against African-Americans and placed 
them in an inferior position in Ameri- 
can society. As a result, black Ameri- 
cans could not pursue the same kinds 
of educational and employment op- 
portunities that were available to white 
Americans. "As a child, I remember 
being morbidly [constantly] afraid," 
recalled Brown. "It was a fear that was 
like a fever that never lets up. Some- 
times it became so intense that it 
would just swallow you. At other 
times, it just kept you shaking. But it 
was always there." 

Alcoholism menaced the Brown family, too. Henry Lee Brown was a heavy 
drinker, and when he became drunk he sometimes behaved violently to- 
ward members of his family. On some occasions he hauled young Claude 
with him to Harlem's dark and dingy bars, where his son would watch him 
get drunk with other men from the neighborhood. But Claude was also a 
frequent target of his father's anger, and he recalled that his father often 
"pounded" him for his poor performance in school or for not listening to 
him. "I really didn't care, because I was just waiting and wondering — 
waiting till I got big enough to kick his ass and wondering if he would 
want to talk then," Brown remembered. 

Brown's childhood was a troubled one almost from the very beginning. 
By the time he reached school age, young Claude — known as "Sonny" 
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"As a child, I remember 
being morbidly afraid. 
It was a fear that was 
like a fever that never 
lets up. Sometimes it 
became so intense that it 
would just swallow you. 
At other times, it just 
kept you shaking. But it 
was always there. 
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to his friends — was spending nearly all of his time out on Harlem's crime- 
infested streets. He soon learned to fight and steal and talk tough, and he 
became acquainted with the neighborhood's leading drug dealers and 
gang leaders. By age nine he was an official member of a street gang called 
the Harlem Buccaneers, and a proud recruit in the gang's special "Forty 
Thieves" division of burglars and thieves. Years later. Brown recalled that 
he treasured his membership in the Buccaneers because of the friendships 
he forged with some fellow members. In addition, being part of a well- 
known street gang gave him "a sort of social status" within Harlem that he 
enjoyed. 

By age 10, Brown rarely bothered to attend school. When he did show up, 
he seemed to spend more time stealing or fighting than reading class as- 
signments. Brown's truancy and his disruptive behavior led the school to 
expel him on several occasions. These expulsions enraged his father, who 
administered several angry beatings as punishment for his behavior. But 
the beatings only pushed him farther away from his family and deeper into 
criminal activity. 

By 1947, Brown's behavior had become so uncontrollable that his family 
and legal authorities agreed on a plan to send him to South Carolina to 
live on his grandparents' farm for a year. They hoped that by removing him 
from Harlem's crime-infested streets, he might settle down and develop 
an interest in school. To his surprise. Brown found that he enjoyed the 
quiet pace of rural life. He became accustomed to the routine of farm 
chores, and he liked living in a place where he did not have to woriy about 
his safety. But when he returned to Harlem one year later, he resumed his 
illegal activities as if he had never been gone. 

Criminal Activity Leads to Reform School 

At age 11, Brown was arrested for breaking into a store. A judge ordered 
him to attend the Wiltwyck Reformatory, a facility for emotionally dis- 
turbed and deprived boys. Brown spent the next two years at Wiltwyck, 
which placed a strong emphasis on discipline and order. In some ways, 
this environment did not seem to have much of an impact on the troubled 
youth. For example, he stole money and possessions from staff members 
and other students alike. But during these two years at Wiltwyck, he also 
developed a relationship with Dr. Ernest Eapanek, the school director and 
psychologist. Brown recognized that Papanek genuinely cared about the 
boys in the school, and he later called him "probably the smartest and the 
deepest cat I had ever met." Over time. Brown and the doctor established a 
bond that continued well into Brown's adult life. 
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Despite Papanek's positive influence. Brown fell back into his old self- 
destructive ways when he was released from Wiltwyck at age 13. He re- 
turned to Harlem, where he began using and selling marijuana on the 
street. He also engaged in a wide assortment of other criminal activities, 
from burglary and mugging to violent clashes with members of other 
street gangs. On one occasion, he was even shot in the stomach while at- 
tempting to steal some bedsheets from a clothesline. 

The bullet wound actually increased 
Brown's stature among his fellow 
gang members. But the shooting also 
confirmed his belief that his old Har- 
lem neighborhood had become even 
more deadly and menacing during 
the two years he spent at Wiltwyck. 
He blamed this deterioration on the 
increased popularity of heroin, a high- 
ly addictive drug. Brown avoided her- 
oin after one nasty experiment with 
it, but many other people in Harlem 
— including his brother and some of 
his friends — were being destroyed 
by the drug. "It was a bad time," 
Brown later wrote. "It was a bad time 
for me because I was sick. I was sick 
of being at home. I was sick of the 
new Harlem, the Harlem I didn't 
know, the Harlem I couldn't find my 
place in." 

Building a Better Life 

At age 14, Brown was sent to New 
York's Warwick Reformatory for nine 
months. During his stay there, he was 
befriended by Mrs. Cohen, the wife of 
the school's superintendent. She rec- 
ognized that a sensitive and curious mind lurked underneath Brown's 
anger and swagger. With this in mind, she convinced him to read biogra- 
phies of celebrities and historical figures, from the white inventor Albert 
Einstein to black baseball player Jackie Robinson, who was the first 
African-American to play major league baseball. "She was the nicest lady I 
ever met," Brown recalled. "She was a real person." 
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In reform school, Brown 
started reading biographies 
of celebrities and historical 
figures and learned how 
these famous people had 
triumphed over racism, 
poverty, and other 
challenges. Soon he began 
to assess his own future.

Through his reading. Brown learned about the ways in which these fa- 
mous people had triumphed over racism, poverty, and other challenges to 
? build successful lives for themselves. Soon he began to assess his own fu- 
ture. "I started getting ideas about life," he said. "I wanted to know things 
and I wanted to do things. It made me start thinking about what might 
happen if I got out of Warwick and didn't go back to Harlem." 

Brown eventually completed three terms at Warwick before obtaining his 
final release in July 1953. He returned to Harlem, where he resumed his 
old activities as a drug dealer and thief. But he found that he no longer 
liked his old street life, and his thoughts increasingly turned to building a 
life for himself that would not involve drugs or burglary. Brown's unhappi- 
ness became even more intense when an addict robbed him of some 
drugs that he was carrying. Brown knew that he would have to kill the ad- 
dict in order to preserve his street reputation as a tough guy, but the 
thought of killing another human being filled him with sadness. A short 
time later, the addict was arrested by police, sparing him from making a 
decision about whether to commit murder. But the incident helped con- 
vince Brown that he needed to steer his life into another direction. 

A short time later. Brown made the dramatic decision to return to school. 
The 16 -year- old signed up for a series of night courses at Washington 
Irving High School in Manhattan. Over the next few years, he attended 
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classes regularly, ignoring the taunts of old friends who still passed their 
days dealing drugs on street comers. During this time, he supported him- 
self by working as a busboy, deliveryman, shipping clerk, bookkeeper, and 
postal clerk. After several months he moved into an apartment in a vibrant 
area of New York City called Greenwich Village. He soon befriended a 
group of village-area jazz musicians, and within a matter of months he 
was spending hours at a time practicing jazz arrangements on the piano. 

Between the demands of work, school, and piano practice. Brown had little 
time for partying or fooling around. But he loved the new life he had made 
for himself because "for the first time in ages, I felt as though I was really 

doing things. ... I felt I was a grown 
man, and I had to go out and make 
my own life. This was what the mov- 
ing was all about, growing up and 
moving out on my own." Brown also 
loved the sense of freedom that he 
felt in Greenwich Village. "I gave my 
gun away when I moved out of Har- 
lem," he explained. "I didn't need any 
kind of protection because I wasn't 
afraid anymore. I had been afraid in 
Harlem all my life." 

Developing His Voice as a Writer 

After graduating from Irving Wash- 
ington High School in 1957, Brown 
returned to his old Harlem neighbor- 
hood. He found that many of his 
childhood companions were dead, in 
prison, or hopelessly addicted to drugs. 
Determined to avoid a similar fate, he decided to continue his education. 
In 1959 he used a financial grant from a New York City church to enroll at 
Howard University in Washington, D.C. Brown studied government and 
business at Howard, but he also took a number of writing classes (one of 
his instructors was Toni Morrison, who later became a famous novelist). In 
the early 1960s he published several articles on urban and African-Ameri- 
can issues for national magazines. 

Brown graduated from Howard with a bachelor's degree in 1965. He then 
briefly attended law school at Stanford University in California and con- 
cluded his formal schooling by taking several classes at Rutgers University 
in New Jersey.

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CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Brown wrote only two books in his lifetime, but one of them — Manchild in 
the Promised Land — was among the most famous works published in 
America during the 20th century. In Manchild, Brown told the world about 
his grim childhood and his eventual escape from a life of drugs and crime. 
In the process, he educated readers about the awful conditions in which 
many urban African-American lived. In addition, his book revealed the 
deep feelings of anger and hopelessness that dominated many African- 
American neighborhoods across the country. As a result, Manchild was 
credited with helping readers understand how these emotions boiled over in 
both positive and negative ways in the 
1960s. During this period, black anger 
and pride sparked the emergence of a 
civil rights movement that eventually 
forced the United States to remove 
many unfair laws that discriminated 
against African-Americans. But feelings 
of helplessness and rage also fueled 
destructive race riots that ruined many 
inner city areas in the late 1960s. 

Deciding to Write About His 
Childhood 

In the early 1960s Brown was ap- 
proached by his old friend and coun- 
selor Dr. Papanek. Papanek asked the 
young writer to consider writing an 
article on Harlem for Dissent, a na- 
tional magazine. Brown agreed, and 
when his article was published several months later, the Macmillan 
Publishing Company offered him a $2,000 advance to write an entire book 
about growing up in Harlem. 

Brown embraced the idea, and in 1963 he began working on the book. He 
worked on it for the next two years. By the time he finished, he had written 
1,537 pages, and he delivered it to the publisher in a grocery box. The 
manuscript sat unread at the Macmillan offices for a year before it was as- 
signed to a new editor, Alan Rinzler. So Brown, Rinzler, and other editors 
at Macmillan began the difficult process of editing his autobiography down 
to a more manageable size. "He had an authentic voice — violent, funny, 
and optimistic," Rinzler later said. Finally, in 1965, Manchild in the Promised 
Land was published.

In the opening pages of Manchild, Brown explained that he decided to write 
about his troubled youth. He wanted to show America the sense of despera- 
tion and hopelessness that was engulfing so many African-American chil- 
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dren in Harlem and elsewhere. He related many of those problems to a 
monumental change that occurred in American society beginning in the late 
1800s — the migration of many Southern blacks to the cities of the North. 

"I want to talk about the first Northern urban generation of Negroes. I 
want to talk about the experiences of a misplaced generation of a mis- 
placed people in an extremely complex, confused society. This is a 
story of their searching, their dreams, their sorrows, their small and fu- 
tile rebellions, and their endless battle to establish their own place in 
America's greatest metropolis — and in America itself. 

The characters are sons and daughters of former Southern sharecrop- 
pers. These were the poorest people of the South, who poured into 
New York City during the decade following the Great Depression. 
These migrants were told that unlimited opportunities for prosperity 
existed in New York and that there was no 'color problem' there. They 
were told that Negroes lived in houses with bathrooms, electricity, 
running water, and indoor toilets. To them this was the 'promised land' 
that Mammy had been singing about in the cotton fields for many 
years 

[They] had neglected to tell the folks down home about one of the 
most important aspects of the promised land: it was a slum ghetto. 
There was a tremendous difference in the way life was lived up North. 
There were too many people full of hate and bitterness crowded into a 
dirty, stinky, uncared-for closet-size section of a great city. . . . 

The children of these disillusioned colored pioneers inherited the total 
lot of their parents — the disappointments, the anger. To add to their 
misery, they had little hope of deliverance. For where does one run to 
when he's already in the promised land?" 

Response to the Book 

Manchild in the Promised Land caused an immediate sensation. It became a 
national bestseller, and critics across the country praised Brown for his 
searing descriptions of the terrible problems that urban African-Americans 
faced every day. William Mathes, writing in the Antioch Review, added that 
"I began Manchild reluctantly and came to weep and laugh over it, finish- 
ing with mounting excitement I was profoundly moved. . . . More than 

any book I have read in years, Manchild probes past the fabric of order and 
conventional response and finds that place in all of us that knows about 
pain and terror and the slim hope of being bom by chance and dead for 
sure."

Brown appreciated the kind words, 

yy and he was delighted that the book 

became a bestseller. But the respon- 
ses to the book that he most treasured came from other young African- 
American men who had grown up in similar circumstances. "I would get 
letters from brothers who were stationed in Vietnam, who were from 
places that I didn't think had blacks. They would write things like, 'Hey 
brother, are you sure your father didn't have a twin, because he sure 
sounds like mine.' And some would say, 'Thanks for writing our story.' I re- 
alized after reading some of these letters, this wasn't just my biography. It 
was the biography of an entire generation of African-Americans." 



Speaking Out on African-American Issues 

By the late 1960s, Manchild in the Promised Land had transformed Brown 
into one of America's best-known commentators on African-American 
urban life. He regularly appeared on television and radio programs to dis- 
cuss issues of importance to African-Americans, and he testified before 
special Congressional committees on crime. He made a number of contro- 
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versial statements during his testimony that further heightened his public 
profile. For example, he repeatedly urged legislators to legalize drugs, say- 
ing that it would reduce crime in the inner city. 

Brown briefly explored a career in teaching, leading a creative writing class 
at the University of California- Santa Barbara in the summer of 1969. But 
he was soon spending most of his time writing and lecturing on African- 
American issues. In 1976 Brown completed and published The Children of 
Ham, a book about a group of orphaned and runaway children who forge a 
loose "family" together in an aban- 
doned building in Harlem. ii 



Some reviewers praised The Children 
of Ham as a worthy sequel to Man- 
child. The reviewer Chris Smith wrote 
in Best Sellers that "Brown as a writer 
has once again magnificently por- 
trayed the poetry of human existence. 
The reader laughs, weeps, and lives 
with the children of Ham. Highly rec- 
ommended." But the book was not a 
commercial success, and other re- 
viewers felt that it did not pack the 
same emotional power as Manchild. 
Some critics even questioned the au- 
thenticity of Brown's story. "If the 
book were well written, perhaps it 
would not matter whether it was true 
or not," asserted Anatole Broyard in 
the New York Times. "But Mr. Brown 
cannot write at all. ... It is a toss-up 
who is more boring — Mr. Brown, in 
his sententious [pompous or self- 
important] social worker's jargon, or 
the 'children' themselves." 

In the 1980s Brown spent a lot of time 
in Harlem and other urban areas, 
studying how the lives of inner-city 
African-Americans and other poor 
people were changing. During his 
travels, he expressed amazement at 
the rise in violent crime committed by 
teens and the casual attitude of some

young men about taking the life of another human being. He also felt great 
sorrow about Harlem's continued slide deeper into violence and poverty. 
In one 1984 article written for the New York Times, he claimed that Harlem 
had become a symbol of all American urban areas where drugs, violence, 
and poverty had smothered the community's sense of opportunity, hope, 
and pride. 

In 1987 Brown hosted a special television program called "Manchild 
Revisited: A Commentary by Claude Brown." The show, which appeared 
on national public television, discussed crime in American cities and possi- 
ble ways of curbing illegal activity. During the course of the special. Brown 
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offered his own views on the issue. He declared his support for capital 
punishment and decriminalization of drugs, and urged cities to launch 
programs to raise the quality of police departments. In addition, "Manchild 
Revisited" visited housing projects in Cleveland and Washington where 
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crime rates had dropped dramatically 
after residents organized neighbor- 
hood patrols. "'Manchild Revisited' 
doesn't make a case for vigilantism 
[punishing criminals despite a lack of 
legal authority] but for volunteerism, 
especially among poor blacks," com- 
mented the New York Times. "As a 
woman in Washington says, 'the resi- 
dents have to take charge of their 
community.' . . . 'Manchild Revisited' is 
an intelligent examination of an enor- 
mously important issue." 

In the 1990s Brown started a third 
book comparing his childhood expe- 
riences in Harlem with a history of 
Harlem in the 1980s, when crack co- 
caine became a terrible problem. But 
he was unable to finish the project, 
and he spent his last years lecturing 
on African-American issues to a wide 
variety of audiences, from college stu- 
dents to troubled youth. He also 
worked in a mentoring program in 
Harlem that helped students go to 
college, and he actively supported 
programs for troubled youths in 
Newark, New Jersey, where he lived 
the last quarter- century of his life. 
Brown died of a lung ailment on 
February 2, 2002.

Meg Cabot is best known as the author of The Princess Diaries, a funny se- 
ries of books about a self-conscious, awkward American teenager who 
learns that she is a member of another country's royal family. In 2001, the 
first book of the series was made into a hit movie starring Anne Hathaway 
and Julie Andrews. But Cabot has written a wide range of other popular 
books for teen and adult audiences as well, from supernatural YA thrillers 
like the Mediator and 1-800-WHERE-R-YOU series to historical romances 
like Kiss the Bride.

After graduating from Indiana, Cabot moved to New York City to pursue a 
career as a freelance illustrator. She accepted a position as assistant man- 
ager of an undergraduate dormitory at New York University, then began 
looking for opportunities to display her drawing talent. As time passed, 
however, she found herself spending more of her free time writing romance 
stories than hunting down work as an illustrator. Writing stories "was my 
hobby," Cabot explained. "After a while, I had so many romances on my 
hard drive, it was getting ridiculous. Everybody I knew kept saying to me, 
Why don't you try to get published?' But I loved writing so much that I was 
afraid if I sent one of my novels to a publisher and it was rejected, I would 
be crushed, and I would eventually grow to hate my beloved hobby." 

But the death of Cabot's father in 1994 changed her attitude about writing. 
"When someone you love dies, it puts things in perspective," she said. "I 
realized you only have a limited amount of time on this planet, and if you 
spend it sitting around being afraid of rejection, you will never know what 
you could have accomplished, if you'd just tried. So about a week after my 
dad's funeral, I sent my first manuscript out to a publisher. And it was 
promptly rejected." 

After enduring a series of rejections from publishers, Cabot decided to find 
a literary agent to help her find a home for one of her romantic novels. She 
sent letters to more than two dozen agents, only to have all but one of 
them reject her request for representation. But one agent agreed to sign 
Cabot up as a client. One year later, the agent sold Cabot's first book, a his- 
torical romance for adults called Where Roses Grow Wild, which she had 
written under the pseudonym Patricia Cabot. 
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After When Roses Go Wild was published in 1998, Cabot found it much 
easier to sell other adult romances. From 1998 to 2001, she wrote six his- 
torical romances — romantic novels set in earlier historical eras like 19th- 
century England — that she published under the name of Patricia Cabot. 
These works were praised by readers and reviewers alike for their fresh 
and entertaining plots, interesting characters, and steamy relationships. 
"Cabot writes romance almost without peer," commented Publishers Weekly, 

"creating passionate love scenes read- 
ers will swoon over, delivered with 
poetry and beauty, and memorable 
secondary characters." 

The Princess Diaries 

Despite the popularity of her romance 
novels, however, Cabot found even 
greater success as a writer of books 
for young adults. Her best-known 
work in this genre to date is The Prin- 
cess Diaries, a 2000 bestseller that be- 
came a summer box office success 
with the Disney fil m one year later. 
According to Cabot, she based The 
Princess Diaries on events in her own 
life. "I was inspired to write The Prin- 
cess Diaries when my mom, after the 
death of my father, began dating one 
of my teachers, just as Mia's mom 
does in the book!" she explained. "I 
have always had a 'thing' for princess- 
es (my parents used to joke that 
when I was little, I did a lot of insist- 
ing that my 'real' parents, the king 
and queen, were going to come get 
me soon, and that everyone had better start being a LOT nicer to me) so I 
stuck a princess in the book just for kicks." Finally, Cabot drew from her 
own high school diary entries in writing the book, which is told in diary 
format. 

The Princess Diaries is told from the perspective of 14-year-old Mia Ther- 
mopolis, a nice but insecure teen. Her life is turned upside down when she 
learns that she is actually the princess of a small country called Genovia. 
As the book unfolds, Mia grapples not only with her stem "grandmere"

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(grandmother), who wants to turn her into a proper princess, but also with 
a blizzard of problems that almost every teenage girl faces, from difficult 
homework to crushes on handsome boys. "Almost everything in my 
[Princess Diaries] books has happened to me at one time or another," said 
Cabot. "I was never a princess, but when I was in high school I had a crush 
on an older boy — lots of them actually — who didn't seem to know I was 
alive. I had a bossy best friend and I flunked algebra, several times, oh my 
mum was dating and is now living with one of my teachers. It was and still 
is excruciating!" 

The Princess Diaries caused quite a stir when it was published. School 
Library Journal claimed that "readers will relate to Mia's bubbly, chatty 
voice and enjoy the humor of this unlikely fairy tale. . . . This funny, fast- 
paced book should appeal to hip young women, including reluctant read- 
ers." Booklist added that The Princess Diaries was a "hilarious story" that is 
"like reading a note from your best friend." 

Shortly after The Princess Diaries hit bookstore shelves, the Walt Disney 
Film Company paid Cabot for the right to make a film based on her story. 
"I was VERY excited when I found out Disney would be making a movie 
from my book," remembered Cabot. "And I thought [director] Garry 
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Marshall did a great job — and that Anne Hathaway made the perfect Mia. 
At first I was a little iffy when I heard Julie Andrews would be playing 
Grandmere — Julie is too nice to play such a mean character! But when I 
saw Julie's performance, I knew she had just the right amount of regalness 

mixed with grandmotherly warmth I saw the finished film for the first 

time at the premiere in [Los Angeles in 2001], I think I laughed harder 
than anybody else in the entire audience. It was a hoot to see my charac- 
ters on the screen." 



Reviewers expressed diverse opinions 
about the quality of The Princess Dia- 
ries movie. Some critics described it as 
a bland, predictable story. But other re- 
viewers defended the film as a sweet 
and funny tale that provides teen girls 
with positive messages about loyalty, 
kindness, and self-esteem. In any case, 
audiences flocked to The Princess Dia- 
ries in huge numbers, making it one of 
the year's most popular movies. 

In 2001 Cabot published a sequel 
about Mia's adventures called Princess 
Diaries II: Princess in the Spotlight. Fans 
of the first book in the series rushed to 
scoop up the novel, which carried the 
author's trademark blend of teen fan- 
tasy and high school drama. "The plot 
careens along with outrageous charac- 
ters doing outrageous things, but in 
the context of the story, 'outrageous' 
seems quite normal," observed School 
Library Journal. In 2002, a third in- 
stallment in the Princess Diaries series — Princess in Love — was released. 
Once again, Cabot uses Mia's diary as a storytelling device to tell readers 
all about her struggles with teen social life and the demands of being a 
princess. "When some of [Mia's] greatest dilemmas are discovering the 
nuances of French kissing and a one -day suspension for thwarting a stu- 
dent walkout, readers can't help but love this self-obsessed (i.e., normal) 
teenager," said School Library Journal. 

Cabot loves the Mia character, and she has indicated that she plans to 
write many more stories about the unlikely teen princess over the next 
several years. "I would like to follow Mia through all four years of high

Cabot also believes that she can 
continue to balance the escapist 
fantasy elements of the series with 
helpful hints about surviving high 
school with a sense of humor and 
a strong sense of self-worth. "I 
hope girls will realize that they are 
not alone in feeling the way I did 
when I was in high school — like a 
great big freak!" said Cabot. "Also 
that 'normal' is not what they see 
on TV. Being true to yourself and 
to your friends, is way more im- 
portant than being part of the 'in 
crowd.' .... We all need to take a 
deep breath and remember it's 
what's inside that counts." 

Writing Supernatural Tales Under the Name Jenny Carroll 

Lifted by the great success of her Princess Diaries, Cabot has also launched 
two other book series for young adults. Both of these YA series — Mediator 
and 1-800-WHERE-R-YOU — feature teen girls as their main characters. 
But unlike the stories about Mia, Cabot incorporated strong elements of 
mystery and the supernatural into these new series. 

Cabot unveiled the Mediator and 1-800-WHERE-R-YOU series in 2000 
under the pen name Jenny Carroll. When asked why she chose to write 
other YA novels under a different name, Cabot explained that the new se- 
ries were written for both male and female audiences. "I have far more 
male fans for my works written as Jenny Carroll than for my works wntten 
under my real name," she confirmed. 

The action in Cabot's Mediator stories centers around a California teenager 
named Suze who has the ability to see and communicate with ghosts. To 
date, there are four books in the series: Shadowland (2000), Ninth Key 
(2001), Reunion (2001), and Darkest Hour (2001). In each book, Suze tries to 
bring peace to restless spirits, but these efforts place her life in jeopardy. At 
the same time, Suze deals with boy trouble, family problems, and other 
challenges that confront countless other teens.

ment. "Jessica's thrilling first-person 
account of her adventure is enhanced 
by raucously funny teen observa- 
tions," stated Booklist. "Colorful char- 
acters, multilayered conflict, and bit- 
ing wit jumpstart the 1-800-WHERE- 
R-YOU series at high speed." 

In subsequent volumes in the series, 
Jess is tom between using her strange 
powers to help unfortunate families 
and her desire to be left alone. In Code 
Name Cassandra, for example, Jess's 
work as a counselor at a summer camp 
for musically gifted kids is thrown into 
turmoil when a grief-stricken father 
asks for help in finding his missing 
child. As with other YA novels written 
by Cabot, critics pointed to the believ- 
ability of the teen characters in Cas- 
sandra as one of its strongest points. 
"With her detention-clouded past and 
her ambitionless future, [Jess] is no 
role model," admitted School Library 
Journal. "But she is a character that 
young people will believe and enjoy. 
The story moves fast and is full of sus- 
pense, action, and teen intrigue."

For her part, Cabot says that she gets a kick out of writing about Suze and 
Jessica and their strange abilities. "Everybody loves a good ghost story!" 
declared Cabot. "I just try to provide my readers with a different slant on 
the subject. And I have always wished that I had ESP, so the 1-800 books 
are kind of fantasy fulfillment for me."

Creating the "All-American 
Girl" 

Cabot has published numerous 
books in the last few years. But de- 
spite her success with The Princess 
Diaries and other series, she con- 
tinues to explore new story ideas. 
In 2002, for example, she wrote All- 
American Girl, about a teenage girl 
named Samantha Madison who 
becomes famous when she saves 
the president from an assassina- 
tion attempt. "I think every kid — 
and some of us grown-ups, too — 
fantasizes about being a hero," 
said Cabot. "And what would be 
the most heroic thing of all? 
Saving the life of the most impor- 
tant man in the country, that's 
what! And that's what Samantha 
Madison does in All-American Girl 




—though of course she is ANYTHING but the all-American girl. Being a 
national heroine is a bit of a burden for her." Cabot is also excited that 



Disney decided to buy the rights to make a film based on the All-American 
Girl story even before the book was published. 



Recently, Cabot has been working on a series of historical romances for 
young adult readers. The first of these efforts, the 2002 romance Nicola and 
the Viscount, features a 16-year-old orphan named Nicola Sparks who is 
growing up in the high society setting of early 19th-century England. As the 
novel begins, she is certain that a fellow named Lord Sebastian should be 
her future husband. But as time passes, doubts about Sebastian's character 
take root at the same time that she develops an interest in Nathaniel, her 
best friend's brother. Cabot has also been exploring the idea of wnting sto- 
ries exclusively in electronic format, and she has agreed to release The Prin- 
cess Diaries and some other earlier works in electronic form. In addition, in 
fall 2002 she published her first adult contemporary novel, The Boy Next 
Door, written under the name Meggin Cabot. 



ON WRITING FOR TEENS 

Cabot is amused by people who express surprise at her ability to write 
convincingly about teen issues and attitudes. "[They] always want to know, 
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"I write what I write because 
it gives me pleasure. If I had 
no writing contracts or movie 
deals, I would still write 
exactly the kind of stories 
I am writing right now. The 
fact that these stories are 
being published, and that 
people are paying money to 
read them, is an inexpressible 
joy to me. It does not trouble 
me that none of my books are

To do what you love is what 
life is all about, and to be 
paid for it .. . well, what 
could be better than that?" 



'How do you know so much about 
teenagers? You don't have any kids," 
she related. "Well, the fact is, I was a 
teenager once, and I remember what 
it was like, in all of its angst-ridden 
horror. Also, I worked for 10 years in 
a freshman dormitory at New York 
University. If that doesn't put you in 
touch with the teen psyche, I don't 
know what will." 

Cabot believes that her realistic por- 
trayals of teen issues are a big reason 
why her titles are so popular. "[The 
Princess Diaries] really does reflect 
modem day popular culture, as well 
as modem-day teen problems and 
concerns," she claims. "I try to make 
sure that my books for young readers, 
though they may be about princesses 
or girls who can talk to ghosts, also 
portray the realities that teens cope 
with on a daily basis." 



Still, Cabot admits that she only likes 

yy to feature certain types of teens as her 

main characters. "I don't want to read 
stories about wimps, so I don't write stories about them," she said. "I think 
its important for all teens — not just girls — to feel empowered. Adoles- 
cence is a cmmmy thing to go through, and a lot of kids feel isolated, or 
like freaks. I know I did. I just want to get the message out that if you feel 
like a freak, you are not alone: we all felt like freaks, and even these girls in 
my books, who are so strong and have so much going for them, feel left 
out sometimes. But guess what? You get over it." 



Cabot is working hard to nurture her blossoming writing career. She ad- 
mits that she usually doesn't begin her day until nine a.m. or so. But once 
she is up she usually writes all day until her husband comes home from 
work, stopping only for lunch and occasional work outs. And when she's 
"on a roll," she says that she'll work until well after midnight. In addition, 
she sometimes undertakes long hours of research for her writing projects, 
even though she dislikes this aspect of the book creation process. This is 
especially true for her adult romance titles, since fans of this writing genre 
are "real sticklers for historical accuracy." Cabot remembers one occasion 
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when she spent hours and hours looking up information on 19th-century 
pistols for one of her adult books. "Basically, I had to do all that research 
for something that appears in maybe one sentence of dialogue," she said. 
"But if you are not trying to the best of your ability to remain within the 
confines of historical accuracy in your historical fiction, what is the point?" 

With this philosophy in mind, Cabot urges teens and other people inter- 
ested in writing to work hard and prepare themselves for disappointment. 
After all, few writers become successful after only a few months of work. "I 
have thousands (literally) of rejections to show for my efforts," stated 
Cabot. "In fact, when I speak at schools now about the writing experience, 
I try to bring my enormous USPS [U.S. Postal Service] mail bag of rejection 
letters with me, to share with the kids what being a wnter seems some- 
times to really be about: sticking to it even when it seems like no one in the 
entire world wants to read your stuff." 

But Cabot persevered, and she is now one of the best-known writers of YA 
novels in America. "I write what I write because it gives me pleasure," she 
said. "If I had no writing contracts or movie deals, I would still wnte exactly 
the kind of stories I am writing right now. The fact that these stories are 
being published, and that people are paying money to read them, is an in- 
expressible joy to me. It does not trouble me that none of my books are 
likely to win Pulitzers. ... To do what you love is what life is all about, and 
to be paid for it . . . well, what could be better than that?"

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CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

By the mid-1990s, Virginia Esther 
Hamilton had become one of the liter- 
ary world's most respected authors of 
books for children and young adults. 

Moreover, she was acknowledged as 
one of America's most talented chron- 
iclers of the African-American experi- 
ence. Indeed, she could look back 
with pride on a string of critically ac- 
claimed novels that had garnered 
some of literature's greatest honors, 
including the Newbery Medal, the 
National Book Award, and the Boston 
Globe-Horn Book Award. The finest of 
these works — Zeely (1967), the Dies 
Drier Chronicles (1968 and 1987), The 
Planet of Junior Brown (1971), M.C. 

Higgins, the Great (1974), The People 
Could Fly: American Black Folktales 
(1985), Anthony Bums (1988), Cousins 
(1990), and Many Thousand Gone: 

African Americans from Slavery to 
Freedom (1992) — were already widely 

regarded as classics of children's literature. "If her ability to create subtle im- 
pressions with a few simple strokes is exceptional, even more extraordinary 
is Ms. Hamilton's use of language," commented the New York Times Book 
Review.

Hamilton's early works won many medals and awards. In 1992 she was awarded 
the Hans Christian Andersen Medal, and in 1995 she earned the Laura Ingalls 
Wilder Medal. These prestigious awards paid tribute to her long and distinguished 
writing career and her contribution to children's literature. 
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did not cause her to relax or cut back on her writing in any way. She con- 
tinued to devote her life to writing, a life-long passion that had sprouted 
from her rural childhood in Ohio, where she had been raised in a loving 
family full of gifted storytellers. "I write books because I love chasing after 
a good story and seeing fantastic characters rise out of the mist of my 
imaginings," she explained. "I can't explain how it is I keep having new 
ideas. But one book inevitably follows another. It is my way of exploring 
the known, the remembered, and the imagined, the literary triad of which 
all stories are made." 



Exploring Ancient Folktales 
and Legends 

In the mid-1990s Hamilton issued a 
number of books based on legends 
and folktales that had been passed 
down from generation to generation. 
In 1995 she published Her Stories: Afri- 
can American Folktales, Fairy Tales, and 
True Tales, a collection of legends and 
true stories about women of all ages, 
from small children to grandmoth- 
ers. The book, which featured illustra- 
tions by Leo and Diane Dillon, was 
warmly received by critics. "Virginia 
Hamilton and the Dillons have pro- 
duced yet another superb offering, of 
value to all ages and segments of our 
society," stated School Library Journal. 
"Funny, touching, scary, magical, and 
inspiring. . . . Entrancing and impor- 
tant." 

That same year, Hamilton released When Birds Could Talk and Bats Could 
Sing: The Adventures ofBruh Sparrow, Sis Wren, and Their Friends. In this fan- 
ciful collection, Hamilton retells old legends about birds and bats, including 
one that claims that bats were once the world's greatest singers until vari- 
ous birds stole all their best songs. As with other folktale collections retold 
by Hamilton, When Birds Could Talk could never have been made were it not 
for the author's research abilities. "One of the things that is highly unusual 
in Virginia's work is that she has been able to combine master storyte llin g 
and a remarkable ear for spoken language with scholarly research," con- 
firmed Bonnie Verburg, who served as Hamilton's editor for more than 15

years. "So you have this magnificent researcher who at the same time has a 
great ear for dialogue and the spoken word. She was able to find stories 
that had been buried and disappeared since the Civil War. She would dig 
them out, and what excitement when she found them!" 

Hamilton continued to mine old animal legends for stories in the 1997 col- 
lection A Ring of Tricksters: Animal Tales from America, the West Indies, and 
Africa. In this book, illustrated by Barry Moser, the author gathered togeth-

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er 11 stories based on old slave tales about sly and devious creatures of the 
animal world. Kirkus Reviews praised the volume as "a consummate collec- 
tion . . . combining witty prose with breathtaking watercolors." 

Hamilton greatly enjoyed retelling old legends and myths that had first 
been told in black communities back in the 18th and 19th centuries. But 
she also loved to create and tell stories about modem black life and the 
challenges of being a young person — black or white — in America. In the 
late 1990s Hamilton returned to these themes with Second Cousins, pub- 
lished in 1998. This book, which features the character Cammy from the au- 
thor's 1990 classic young adult novel 
Cousins, uses a family reunion to ex- 
amine issues of friendship, loyalty, and 
family bonds. In 1999 Hamilton pub- 
lished Bluish, a novel about two class- 
mates who develop a deep friend- 
ship with a wheelchair-bound girl 
who suffers from leukemia (an often 
fatal disease). "The compelling writ- 
ing and themes of friendship, com- 
passion, and understanding make this 
title a must for every school and pub- 
lic library," declared Voice of Youth Ad- 
vocates. 

Hamilton had built a well-deserved 
reputation for tackling difficult or un- 
settling issues in her writing. But she 
enjoyed immersing herself in playful, 
offbeat tales as well. Her taste for this 
type of story was on full display in The Girl Who Spun Gold, a 2000 picture 
book based on a West Indian version of the Rumplestiltskin fairy tale. One 
year later, she published a children's novel called Wee Winnie Witch's Skinny: 
An Original Scare Tale for Halloween. 

Another 2001 book project to which Hamilton devoted a lot of her time 
was a young adult novel called Time Pieces: The Book of Times. This work is 
notable because it is a semi-autobiographical novel about an Ohio girl 
whose perspective on life changes after she hears how her grandfather es- 
caped from slavery via the Underground Railroad, which parallels the ex- 
periences of Hamilton's ancestors. 

Sadly, Hamilton passed away before this story based on her own child- 
hood could be published. She died of breast cancer in Dayton, Ohio, on

HAMILTON'S LEGACY 

Virginia Hamilton's death is a tre- 
mendous loss for the world of chil- 
dren's literature. In the days following 
her passing, writers from all over the 
globe offered testimonials about the 
enduring impact and quality of her 
novels and story collections. "She 
helped to launch the modem era of 
African-American children's litera- 
ture, and from there, she went on to 
become one of America's premier 
writers of children's literature," ob- 
served Rudine Sims Bishop, professor 
of children's literature at Ohio State 
University. "She set the standard for 
quality in children's literature. . . . Her 
contributions were international. She 
won every award there is to win." 

The testimonials honoring Hamil- 
ton's life and work touched on many 
different aspects of her writing. The 
Guardian, a newspaper in London, 
England, pointed out that "from the 
beginning, her stories were very dif- 
ferent from the gritty realism of many 
of her contemporaries; they were not 
problem novels exploring deprived 
inner-city childhoods. Instead, they 



yy were stories of insight and imagina- 
tion, rural as much as urban." The 
Dayton Daily News, meanwhile, highlighted the fact that "Hamilton's books 
took seriously the readers' abilities to understand. She didn't insult their 
intelligence by explaining what was important, she let the story do the 
work, unfolding in ways that grabbed the imagination, heart, and mind." 
Writing in the New York Times, Margalit Fox stressed the value of Hamil- 
ton's works in documenting and explaining the black American experience:

"Virginia Hamilton wrote 35 books for children, drawing on black history, 
mythology, memory, and idioms and beliefs for the stories which she 
shockingly described (at the time) as liberation literature," stated the 
Herald, a newspaper based in Glasgow, Scotland. "Her aim was to show 
her black characters' experience as different but integral to the American 
experience." And as many testimonials noted, Hamilton's rich legacy of lit- 
erature was built on the foundation of her memories of her childhood and 
rich family history. As the Herald concluded, "American children and chil- 
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dren throughout the rest of the world are fortunate that she shared [those 
memories] so intelligently and generously."

Chuck Jones 1912-2002 

American Cartoon Director and Animator 
Pioneering Director of Warner Brothers' Cartoons 
Featuring Bugs Bunny and Daffy Duck 
Creator of the Road Runner and Wile E. Coyote 
Cartoon Characters 



BIRTH 

Charles Martin (Chuck) Jones was born on September 21, 
1912, in Spokane, Washington. He was the third of six chil- 
dren bom to Charles Adams Jones and Mabel Martin Jones. 
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YOUTH 

Throughout Jones's childhood, he and his family led a nomadic existence. 
Charles Jones uprooted his family time and again in order to pursue busi- 
ness schemes that he thought would make him rich. But each of these 
ventures ended badly: they either ended in failure or provided barely 
enough income for Jones to feed and clothe his family. 

After years of wandering, the family finally settled down in southern Cali- 
fornia, where Charles Jones tried to make a living as an expert on avocados 
and as a geranium farmer. When the latter pursuit failed, he sold his farm 
to an interested buyer. Years later. Chuck Jones learned that the land upon 
which his father had planted geraniums had held rich deposits of crude oil 
that could have made the family very wealthy. 

Chuck Jones grew up in a series of 
rental homes. As a result, he never 
developed any strong affection for a 
single house or neighborhood. But 
his father usually selected rental units 
that were near the Pacific Ocean, 
where young Chuck loved to play. In 
addition, Charles Jones always sought 
out homes that were already fur- 
nished with books as well as tables, 
chairs, and beds. An avid reader, the 
elder Jones encouraged his children 
to read in order to learn about the 
world around them. He wanted them 
to soak up everything — from the 
classics of literature to the backs of 
cereal boxes. "I read at four years of 
age, but lagged behind my sister who read at three," recalled Jones. "My 
father liked children, but didn't want to amuse them. He figured the best 
way to get us out of his hair was to teach us to read." 

Young Chuck Jones soon became fascinated with such books as Mark 
Twain's Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn. He felt that the characters con- 
tained in the pages of those books were so believable that they were al- 
most real. Jones also enjoyed Twain's Roughing It, a book about the 
American West that included descriptions of the coyote as a starving, des- 
perate, luckless, yet determined creature. Years later, Jones would draw 
upon Twain's description of the animal in creating Wile E. Coyote, one of 
his most famous animated characters. 
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"I read at four years of age, 
hut lagged behind my sister 
who read at three.

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Jones also learned that unique and entertaining animal characters existed 
in the real world. When he was seven years old, his family adopted a stray 
cat that they named Johnson. The cat was unlike most other members of 
its species. For one thing, it actually enjoyed swimming in the ocean. But 
Johnson's most peculiar trait was its habit of eating grapefruit a half at a 
time and then wearing the empty rind on its head like a space helmet. 
Jones later credited his relationship with this unusual pet as an important 
factor in his successful career as an animator. "If there were personality dif- 
ferences [in cats]," Jones stated, "I was unaware of them until Johnson 
padded in on little fog feet and taught me that first and more important 
lesson of animation: individuality. Yes, in looking back, I can see that it all 
began with Johnson, because Johnson demonstrated with such vivid cer- 
tainty the whole truth of the matter: it is the individual, the oddity, the pe- 
culiarity that counts." 

Young Jones was also fascinated by motion pictures, which seemed to in- 
crease in popularity with each passing year. Indeed, he loved going to the 
movies as a youngster. He especially enjoyed watching films starring 
Charlie Chaplin, Buster Keaton, and the other great comedians of the 
silent-film era. But what Jones loved to do more than anything was draw 
pictures. In fact, his passion for drawing became stronger each year. At 
first, his father encouraged him and praised the quality of his efforts. As 
time passed, though, Charles Jones became convinced that his son would 
never be able to build a career out of his drawing abilities. "My father and I 
didn't get along very well," Jones once said, "because success meant every- 
thing to him. So we had a falling out." 

EDUCATION 

Jones attended many different schools in countless communities across 
the western United States. As he grew older, his performance at school de- 
clined significantly. Bored with most school subjects, he received average 
and even failing grades in many of his classes. Jones's indifference to his 
schoolwork eventually made his father so angry that he pulled him out of 
high school and sent him to the Chouinard Art Institute (later the 
California Institute of the Arts). 

Jones welcomed the change, in part because it signaled that his father rec- 
ognized that art might be his only path to success. "He figured I couldn't 
do anything else," Jones remarked. "And he figured if I went to art school I'd 
become famous." As it turned out, the young cartoonist thrived at Choui- 
nard, earning his diploma in 1930. 
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CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Chuck Jones ranks as one of the world's most famous animators of all 
time. He not only created beloved cartoon characters like Road Runner 
and Wile E. Coyote, he also produced some of the most legendary cartoon 
adventures for characters ranging from Bugs Bunny to Daffy Duck. He 
even helped bring Dr. Seuss's famed How the Grinch Stole Christmas to film. 
In recognition of his long and distinguished career in animated films, Jones 
received an Academy Award for Lifetime Achievement in 1996. Yet as 
Jones freely admitted, when he left Chouinard back in 1930, all he wanted 
was to find a job that would enable him to eat three square meals a day. 

An Introduction to Animation 

In 1930 Jones headed for Paris, France, to pursue a career as a painter. But 
he arrived in France in the midst of the Great Depression, when countries 
all around the world were struggling with poverty and massive unemploy- 
ment. In 1931 he returned to the United States, where he applied for a job 
at an animation studio. The studio hired him to work as a "cel-washer," 
wiping the drawings off of sheets of celluloid so that they could be used 
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again in producing new cartoons. Jones's new job as a cel-washer was 
considered the lowliest one in the entire animation field. But by studying 
and simply being around these drawings, he was able learn much about 
this exciting art form. Later, he was promoted to the position of "in-be- 
tweener," a term used to describe the artist who draws hundreds of images 
based on poses created by other artists. When these hundreds of similar 
images are shot individually then linked together on film , they make the 
animated characters appear as if they are moving. In his free time, mean- 
while, Jones worked for an animation studio headed by Walter Lantz (who 
would later go on to create Woody Woodpecker) and as a portrait artist. 

At the urging of his friend and future 
wife Dorothy, Jones took a job with 
the Leon Schlesinger Studio in 1933. 
This unit produced short animated 
films that Schlesinger licensed to the 
Warner Brothers film company so 
that they could be shown before their 
feature films. Jones soon began work- 
ing in a rundown building lovingly 
called Termite Terrace. He worked side 
by side with giants in the field of ani- 
mation, like Tex Avery, Bob Clampett, 
Frank Tashlin, Friz Freleng, and Robert 
McKimson, all of whom were working 
on the "Looney Tunes" and "Menie 
Melodies" cartoon series. Jones soaked 
up all the knowledge that these men 
and others had to offer and eventual- 
ly got his first animation credit work- 
ing on a Freleng short cartoon enti- 
tled The Miller's Daughter. Later, Jones 
would develop a close working relationship with Avery, an animation di- 
rector known for his outlandish comedy. In regards to Avery, Jones once 
recalled that "He was only at Warners from 1933 to 1942, but he had an 
immense effect. He had an exquisite sense of what you might call 'ridicu- 
lous timing.' He's the only man I know who can do things that I wouldn't 
even begin to try." 

Jones eventually earned the opportunity to make animated films of his 
own. These early films adopted a "cutes/' style that was similar to the 
works being produced by Walt Disney. As Steve Schneider wrote, "[Chuck 
Jones's] Tom Thumb in Trouble was the most Disney-like of all Warner car- 
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Jones once remarked that 
Pepe Le Pew was "everything 
I wanted to be romantically. 
Not only was he quite sure of 
himself, but it never occurred 
to him that anything was 
wrong with him. I always felt 
that there must be great areas 
of me that were repugnant to 
girls, and Pepe was quite the 
opposite of that." 
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Pepe Le Pew, undated still 



toons; virtually humorless, this sentimental tale even boasts an original 
song." Jones later claimed that this was a necessary period of growth for 
him. "It was a learning time for me," he explained. "I wasn't quite satisfied 
with the quality of the animation then. That's why so many of my early 
pictures are so slow — I was trying to find out how to do it." 

In 1938, Jones finally got a chance to direct his first cartoon. The Night 
Watchman. One year later, Jones introduced one of his first original ani- 
mated characters — a mouse named Sniffles — in Naughty But Mice. Sniffles 
was subsequently featured in many cartoons over the next seven years (the 
last being Hush My Mouse in 1946), but he never really became popular. 

In The Dover Boys (1942), however, Jones used innovative character move- 
ments and backgrounds that greatly impressed other veterans of the car- 
toon industry. They recognized that these breakthroughs could only have 
been developed by an enormously talented and ambitious artist. For his 
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part, Jones insisted that cartoon movement was an essential ingredient in 
animated filmmaking. "Movement is how animation acts," he said. "What 
makes a cartoon character significant is not how it looks, it's how it 
moves." This philosophy served as a springboard for Jones and his con- 
temporaries, who were increasingly focusing their creative energy on the 
development of new animated personalities in the Looney Tunes stable. 

A Fine Cast of Characters 

By the late 1930s, some of the characters that had been developed at 
Schlesinger's studio were emerging as cartoon superstars. Among them 
were Tex Avery's Porky Pig, Bugs Bunny (created by Charles Thorson but 
fleshed out by Avery), Daffy Duck, and Elmer Fudd. While Jones didn't cre- 
ate these cartoon characters, he did 
have a tremendous influence on their 
development. It was with Daffy Duck 
that Jones would have some of his 
earliest successes. Originally the char- 
acter was conceived as nothing more 
than a crazy screwball, but Jones in- 
fused him with a complex personality 
that included strong doses of greed, 
insecurity, and determination. In fact, 
Jones utilized Daffy almost as if he 
was an actor, casting him in a variety 
of roles including detective, swash- 
buckler, cowboy, astronaut, and even 
the legendary Robin Hood. 

Jones and his fellow animators also 
gave Daffy Duck his voice, supplied 
by the legendary vocal artist Mel Blanc. 
Originally, Daffy Duck had said nothing but "Woo-Hoo" as he bounced 
around creating havoc. But Jones and the others decided that he should 
speak with a strong lisp like their boss Leon Schlesinger, whom they all 
disliked. Schlesinger never recognized that he was being insulted, how- 
ever. Instead, he praised the reworked Daffy Duck as a hilarious character. 

Jones also reworked the personality of Bugs Bunny. Jones decided to make 
him more of a heroic type: brash and sarcastic, yet cool and sophisticated. 
"He is also that unusual comedian: a comic hero, and they are very few," 
Jones revealed. "Bugs is what I would like to be: debonair, quick-witted, 
very fast on the comeback." Bugs often finds himself in plenty of trouble,

but usually because he is provoked, and he always comes out on top. "In 
every film," explained Jones, "someone must have designs upon his per- 
son: [as food], as a trophy, as a good-luck piece (rabbit's foot, which makes 
as much sense as a rabbit carrying a human foot on a key chain), as an un- 
willing participant in scientific experiments. Without such threats, Bugs is 
far too capable a rabbit to evoke the necessary sympathy." Jones's version 
of Bugs Bunny served as the model for the other directors at Termite 
Terrace, but each director emphasized a different aspect of Bugs Bunny 7 s 
personality. For example, in films directed by Jones, Bugs Bunny was clever 
and intellectual. By contrast, Friz Freleng's version of Bugs Bunny was a bit 
more zany and slapstick in tone. Still, all of the directors made sure that 
they kept Bugs's confident and appealing personality intact. 

In 1944, Schlesinger decided to retire and sold his studio to Warner Bros. 
Schlesinger made a lot of money on this deal, but the men who had devel- 
oped the studio's famous cartoon characters received little compensation 
for their years of hard work. "Each of the directors got a gold pen and a 
gold pencil for all their years of working for Leon. And he had us to dinner 
at his house for the first time," Jones later recalled.

After joining Warner Bros., Jones created original characters that eventually 
rivaled the popularity of Bugs Bunny and Daffy Duck. Among them was 
Pepe Le Pew, a stinky French skunk who thinks he is a great lover but actu- 
ally repulses all around him. Pepe was introduced in 1945 in Odor- Able 
Kitty, but became a star in 1947 in Scent-imental Over You, which earned 
Jones his first Academy Award. Ironically, Warner Bros, executive Eddie 
Selzer originally forbade Jones to work on the character because he didn't 
personally understand it. Thankfully, Jones had a habit of ignoring his 
bosses and doing his own thing. 

In 1949, Jones and writer Michael Maltese created two of the most popular 
Warner Bros, cartoon characters ever: the Road Runner and Wile E. Coyote. 
Their debut film, entitled Fast and Furry -ous, initially started out as a paro- 
dy of chase cartoons. In it, the Coyote constantly pursued the Road Runner 
across a bleak desert landscape, using a variety of gadgets supplied by a 
fictional company known as Acme. Despite his valiant efforts, however, the 
Road Runner always escaped and the Coyote usually ended up in some 
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sort of physical pain. The cartoon featured no dialogue except for the Road 
Runner's occasional "Beep Beep." 



The film was a complete success, but a follow-up wasn't produced imme- 
diately because the executives at Warner Bros, did not think the concept 
was funny. The pair was not seen again until Beep Beep in 1952, but by this 
time the public reaction was so great that the series went into regular pro- 
duction. In all, 26 cartoons were produced in the series and each one fol- 
lowed the same format and rules: the 

Coyote never caught the Road Run- ^ 

ner, the Road Runner never left the 
road, and all of the pain that was in- 
flicted on the Coyote was completely 
of his own doing. 



In addition to Pepe Le Pew, Road Run- 
ner, and Wile E. Coyote, Jones person- 
ally created several other notable char- 
acters including Marvin Martian, Hen- 
eiy Hawk, Gossamer, Junyer Bear, 

Marc Antony Kitty, Pussyfoot, Sam 
Sheepdog, and Ralph Wolf (who, aside 
from his red nose, looked exactly like 
Wile E. Coyote). 

In all of Jones's work with Warner 
Bros., he seemed to infuse a bit of his 
own personality into his characters. "I 
never had to leave home to develop 
any character I ever developed or 
helped to develop," he once said. "All 
I had to do was reach down inside 
my own self and there lurking was the 
essence of Daffy Duck, the Coyote, or 
Elmer, or the Martian. It was simply a 

matter of bringing it to the surface." For example, Jones once remarked 
that Pepe Le Pew was "everything I wanted to be romantically. Not only 
was he quite sure of himself, but it never occurred to him that anything 
was wrong with him. I always felt that there must be great areas of me that 
were repugnant to girls, and Pepe was quite the opposite of that." In re- 
gards to Wile E. Coyote, Jones remarked "the Coyote is a history of my 
own frustration and war with all tools, multiplied only slightly." But when 
it came to his true inner self, Jones would later confess that "at night I 
dream of being Bugs Bunny, but when I wake up I'm Daffy Duck."

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The Classic Films of Chuck Jones 

The films of this era solidified Jones's place in animation history. In 1995, 
more than 1,000 animators, cartoon historians, and animation profession- 
als were asked to rate their favorite cartoon films of all time for a book 
edited by Jerry Beck, entitled The Fifty Greatest Cartoons. Jones's name 
dominated the list, securing four of the top five spots. Jones's What's Opera, 
Doc? (1957), which condensed Richard Wagner's 14-hour opera Ring of the 
Nibelungs into a frantic six minutes, was ranked first on the list. A highly 
originally work, it features Bugs Bunny in the role of Brunhilde and Elmer 

Fudd as the Viking Siegfried. Bugs 
later dresses in drag as the Rhine- 
maiden and the pair dance a ballet 
and duet to an original song entitled 
"Return My Love." Jones also took the 
second spot in the poll with Duck 
Amuck (1953), which featured Daffy 
Duck at war with his animator (who 
turned out to be Bugs Bunny). Those 
two films would later be inducted 
into the National Film Registry for 
being "among the most culturally, 
historically, and aesthetically signifi- 
cant films of our time." 

Daffy appeared again in the film that 
rated number four. Duck Dodgers in 
the 24 1/2 Century (1953). This futuris- 
tic cartoon directed by Jones features 
Daffy and his sidekick Porky Pig doing 
battle with Marvin Martian over the 
discovery of Planet X, home to the ex- 
tremely rare shaving cream atom. The number five film, Jones's One Froggy 
Evening (1956), was once hailed by film director Steven Spielberg as the 
cartoon equivalent of the classic film Citizen Kane, which is regarded by 
many critics as the best film ever made. One Froggy Evening has no dia- 
logue and features a character called Michigan J. Frog, an amphibian with 
the ability to sing and dance. The problem is that he will only perform for 
his construction worker owner, who wishes to exploit the frog for his own 
financial gain. This situation causes the poor man eventually to go bank- 
rupt and finally insane. 

Jones also placed six more cartoons in this exclusive list, including Rabbit of 
Seville (1950) at number 12. This film, a parody of the classic Rossini opera 
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The Barber of Seville, featured Bugs Bunny tormenting Elmer Fudd in a vari- 
ety of barber-related ways. Rabbit Seasoning (1952), which placed 30th, was 
the second of the classic "Rabbit Season! Duck Season!" trilogy in which 
Bugs Bunny and Daffy Duck scheme to get the befuddled hunter Elmer 
Fudd to blow the other to smithereens. The Scarlet Pumpernickel (1950) 
came in at number 31, and featured Daffy Duck as an actor trying to land a 
swashbuckling role. Ali Baba Bunny (1957), ranked 35, featured Bugs and 
Daffy interacting with a Genie. In Feed the Kitty (1952), a brutish bulldog 
named Marc Antony falls in love with a sweet black kitten and then tries to 
hide it from his owner. When the dog fears that the kitten has been killed, 
he breaks down weeping in a scene that is both touching and hilarious at 
the same time. This film placed 36th on the list. Finally, Jones's innovative 
1942 film The Dover Boys (1942) came in at number 49. 

Work Away from Warner Bros. 

In 1955, Jack Warner — the head of the Warner Bros, studio — decided that 
all movies should be filmed in 3-D (three-dimensional imagery), so he de- 
cided to close the animation department of the studio. Jones then took a 
job at Walt Disney Studio, where he worked for four months on the film 
Sleeping Beauty. When Warner's 3-D experiment failed, Jones returned to his 
old unit. When Walt Disney asked Jones why he was leaving, he replied, 
"There's only one job around here worth having — and that's yours!" To 
which Disney replied, "You're absolutely right. Unfortunately, it's full." 

In 1963 Warner Bros, decided to close its animation studio permanently. 
Jones quickly formed his own production company, called Chuck Jones 
Enterprises. He was immediately hired by another film studio, Metro 
Goldwyn-Mayer (MGM), to direct their successful Tom and Jerry cartoon 
series. The cat and mouse pair, originally created by Joseph Hanna and 
William Barbera, was immensely popular. Over the next few years, Jones 
made several humorous and entertaining Tom and Jerry films, including 
1964's War and Pieces and Much Ado About Mousing. But Jones later admit- 
ted that "I didn't do [Tom and Jerry] very well. Mine were more like the 
Road Runner and Coyote in drag, I guess. But I tried hard, and I really 
cared about them, trying to make them right. But I was really over there 
because that was the only place available at the time that would allow me 
to do character animation." 

In 1965, Jones received another Academy Award for his film The Dot and 
the Line, but his biggest success away from Warner Bros, would not come 
until 1967. This time, Jones teamed up with children's author Dr. Seuss 
(real name Theodor Geisel) to produce an animated television special for 
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The Phantom Tollbooth, 1971 



his story How the Grinch Stole Christmas. The program was a huge success 
and has since become an annual holiday television staple for viewers of all 
ages. Four years later, Jones and Geisel collaborated on a film adaptation of 
the author's Horton Hears a Who. 

Jones finally got his chance to work on a feature length film in 1971, when 
he developed The Phantom Tollbooth, from the book by Norton Juster. Jones 
served as a producer, co-director, and co-writer for this MGM film, which 
was a critical success but had a lackluster performance at the box office. 
The Phantom Tollbooth would later become known as a cult favorite. This 
same year, Jones directed a television special based on Walt Kelly's classic 
comic strip Pogo, entitled The Pogo Family Birthday Special. 

Jones took a stab at a television series in 1972 when he produced a short- 
lived cartoon series for the National Film Board of Canada entitled 
Curiosity Shop. Despite its lack of success, the experience of working on the 
show allowed Jones to infuse Saturday morning cartoons with a program 
that he felt was lacking at the time in shows like Scooby-Doo and Rocky and 
Bullwinkle. "What they're doing on Saturday morning is what I call 
'Illustrated Radio,"' he complained. "They build a full dialogue and use as 
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few drawings as they can. They anchor the heads on one cell; the lips move 
and the eyes blink, maybe. Occasionally, the heads turn, but everyone 
moves the same." 

Soon thereafter, Jones would have better luck with a string of television 
specials that included The Cricket in Times Square and A Very Merry Cricket 
(1973); Yankee Doodle Cricket and The White Seal (1974); Rikki-Tikki-Tavi 
(1975); and Carnival of Animals and Mowgli's Brothers (1976). Jones also 
contributed animation to the live action films Stay Tuned (1992) and Mrs. 
Doubtfire (1993) and appeared as himself in Gremlins (1984). 



Enjoying Life as a Famous 
Cartoonist 

In Jones's later years, he found count- 
less things to keep him busy. In the 
late 1970s, he founded the industry 
for signed limited edition animation 
cels. Since the original production cels 
for Jones's work had long since been 
destroyed, Jones licensed the charac- 
ters from Warner Bros, and lovingly 
re-created classic scenes and sold them 
to collectors worldwide through pri- 
vate galleries and through his daugh- 
ter's company, Linda Jones Enterprises. 
Initially, "They went for $15 to $25 
each," Linda Jones Clough remarked 
in 1997. "Now, to my surprise, they sell 
for $2,500." Jones also produced oil 
paintings featuring the Looney Tunes 
characters during this time. In addi- 
tion, Jones regularly traveled to colleges 
and universities around the world, 
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Jones has been an inspiration 
to John Lasseter, head of 
Pixar Animation Studios 
(which has produced such 
films as Toy Story, A Bug's 
Life, and Monsters, Inc. 

Lasseter said that 
"He had the greatest comic 
timing in all of cinema 
history , an ability to know 
just how long to hold some- 
thing, from Wile E. Coyote 
falling (off a cliff) to the 
look on Daffy's face." 
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giving lectures about his career and 

his animation philosophy. In 1989 he published his autobiography, Chuck 
Amuck: The Life and Times of an Animated Cartoonist. Two years later, he re- 
leased a book about his life in animation called Chuck Reducks: Drawing 
From the Fun Side of Life. 



As the years went on, Jones showed no signs that age was dragging down 
his famed creativity or ambition. "I have about 50 projects that I'll either do 
or die trying" he said in 1996 at age 84. "I have no interest in dying. I have 
no experience with it. I have no belief in death. I don't feel like an old man. 
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I feel like a young man that has something the matter with him. I have no 
fears of the future. I only have fears of the past being repeated." 



On March 25 , 1996, Jones received an Academy Award for lifetime 
achievement. Presented by comedian Robin Williams, the award paid trib- 
ute to his creation of "classic cartoons and cartoon characters whose ani- 
mated lives have brought joy to our real ones for more than half a centu- 
ry." Jones was moved and delighted by the award. "It's shockingly wonder-

ful to receive such an honor from 
one's peers," he said. "I deeply appre- 
ciate receiving it, not only for myself, 
but for the five directors who were 
the original unit on the Warner Bros, 
lot. I'm the only one left and I will 
proudly accept the award for all of us. 
We did more than 1,500 cartoons 
during those 30 years and it was truly 
an all-for-one, one-for-all situation." 
In August 2001, Jones received an- 
other honor. He was one of the first 
three inductees (along with Walt 
Disney and cartoon inventor Wnsor 
McCay) into the Animation Hall of 
Fame. 

While Jones cherished these honors 
and the considerable success he had 
achieved away from Warner Bros., he 
still yearned to return to the charac- 
ters that he knew and loved so well. 



)) Years before, the studio had destroyed 

all of his original cartoon art to make 
way for storage space. Jones had long 
since forgiven Warner Bros, for this desecration. He had even come to 
terms with the studio's decision to sell the TV rights to the characters and 
stories he helped create at a cheap rate. He just wanted to work with his 
old friends again. 



In 1993 Jones got his wish when Chuck Jones Film Productions, the pro- 
duction company he formed with his daughter Linda, reached agreement 
with Warner Bros, to make a new batch of cartoons featuring the classic 
Looney Tunes characters. "My job, as I understand it, is to develop the 
same spirit that existed (then) and have new adventures with the old char- 
acters and new adventures with new characters," declared Jones. Over the

next four years, Jones and his fellow animators produced Chariots of Fur, 
starring the Road Runner and Wile E. Coyote; Superior Duck, starring Daffy 
Duck; Pullet Surprise, starring Foghorn Leghorn and Pete Puma; and 
Another Froggy Evening, which marked the second appearance of the popu- 
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lar Michigan J. Frog. Unfortunately, the studio was closed by Warner Bros, 
in 1997. But the following year, Jones further cemented his relationship 
with Warner Bros, when he signed a lifetime contract with the studio to 
promote their animated characters. At the time, he proudly proclaimed, 
"They can't fire me 'til I'm dead." 

Recently Jones was working on a new cartoon series featuring an original 
character for the Warner Bros, website. The new cartoons debuted in April 
2002, shortly after the death of their creator. The web films, which Jones 
originally had hoped to get into theaters, feature a luckless wolf named 
Thomas T. (for "Timber") Wolf who is smashed by a tree every time some- 
one mentions his middle name. 

The Passing of a Legend 

On February 22, 2002, Jones died of congestive heart failure at the age of 
89 at his home in Corona Del Mar, California. As word of his passing 
moved through Hollywood, those who were influenced by him were quick 
to pay tribute. "Chuck's originality, humor, and pacing have no peer," film 
director Steven Spielberg said. Rob Minkoff, one of the directors of 
Disney's The Lion King, remarked: "He always looked for something a bit 
edgier. There's a vitality, an aliveness to his work." His work has been an 
inspiration to John Lasseter, head of Pixar Animation Studios (which has 
produced such films as Toy Story, A Bug's Life, and Monsters, Inc.). Lasseter 
said that "He had the greatest comic timing in all of cinema history, an 
ability to know just how long to hold something, from Wile E. Coyote 
falling (off a cliff) to the look on Daffy's face." Genndy Tartakovsky, creator 
of "Dexter's Laboratory" and "Samurai Jack," also held Jones in high re- 
gard.

MARRIAGE AND FAMILY 

Jones married Dorothy Webster on January 31, 1935, and they were to- 
gether for 43 years until her death in 1978. The couple had one daughter, 
Linda Jones Clough, who had three children of her own: Todd, Craig, and 
Valerie. Jones's three grandchildren would later give him six great-grand- 
children. On January 14, 1983, Jones married writer Marian Dem, who had 
two children, Peter and Rosalin, from a previous marriage. Soon thereafter, 
Marian Dem reassumed her maiden name, which just happened to be 
Jones.

BIRTH 

Robert Michael Lipsyte was bom on January 16, 1938, in New 
York City. His parents were Sidney and Fanny Lipsyte, both of 
whom worked in the field of education. Sidney Lipsyte was a 
school principal who later served as director of the New York 
City Bureau for the Education of Emotionally Disturbed and 
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Maladjusted Children. Lipsyte's mother was a teacher and guidance coun- 
selor. Lipsyte has one younger sister. 

YOUTH 

Lipsyte grew up in a middle-class Jewish neighborhood in Queens, a sec- 
tion of New York City. As a child, he participated in a wide variety of activi- 
ties, from playing the piano and accordion to outdoor- oriented events with 

the Cub Scouts. But Lipsyte grew up 
in a home environment geared to- 
ward reading and learning, and these 
were the things that he found he en- 
joyed doing the most. 

"I didn't go to ball games with my fa- 
ther," he recalled. "I went to the li- 
brary with my father. That was our 
thing. We went to cowboy movies 
and we went to the library at least 
once a week. And I could take out as 
many books as I could carry. ... So 
reading was very much encouraged 
in the household." Years later, he 
even admitted that he did not follow 
professional baseball, football, or bas- 
ketball with the same interest that his 
peers showed. "I was never an avid 
spectator sports fan," he said. "Al- 
though I grew up in New York while 
there were still three major league 
baseball teams in town, I didn't attend 
my first game until I was 13 years old. I 
was profoundly disappointed. ... I went to only one more game as a paying 
customer. The third one I covered for the New York Times." 

As Lipsyte grew older, he became very overweight. The extra pounds made 
him a target for cruel treatment from classmates and peers and excluded 
him from many athletic activities. Not surprisingly, Lipsyte became very 
self-conscious about his appearance, and he avoided contact with other 
youngsters his own age. "[I] hated my body and hated to go out in the 
world," he acknowledged. "I was the marginalized boy. I was a girl. You 
know, if you were fat or disabled or had very thick glasses or a stutter or 
whatever it was, that put you last to be chosen on the team and sent to 
play with the girls. So books and writing were a real refuge for me."

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During his early teen years, Lipsyte continued to spend much of his time 
by himself, reading books and writing his own short stories. He began to 
feel more at home in the fictional worlds of authors like John Steinbeck, 
Richard Halliburton, and J.D. Salinger, as well as in the worlds he himself 
was creating. These early writing efforts marked his first steps towards a 
career as an author and journalist. "Writing fiction has always been the 
most enjoyable thing I ever wanted to do," he later said. "It was the only 
thing I ever wanted to do, certainly since I was 11 or 12." 

Lipsyte finally lost some of his extra weight at the age of 14, when he ac- 
cepted a regular summer job doing yardwork for a local man. In fact, he 
lost more than 30 pounds over the course of a few months. "That summer, 
I left most of the worst of me on the lawn of a curmudgeon [cranky old 
man] who paid me a dollar an hour to mow, trim, rake, and clean the land 
around his country house. He delighted in humiliating me, especially in 
front of his guests, for blades of grass I failed to cut. I hated him then and I 
love him now. When I returned to school that September, my clothes hung 
on me like dead sails. I remember standing on the scale for what seemed 
like hours, smiling down at 168." 

Lipsyte admits that his life became much more enjoyable in the years fol- 
lowing his physical transformation. He was able to participate in sports 
that he had previously avoided, and classmates no longer badgered him 
about his appearance. "When I lost my weight at the age of 14, it was like 
those operations where a kid's blind all his life and then suddenly, 'I can 
see!'" he recalled. "And from the age of 14 for the next I don't know how 
many years, I didn't read, I didn't do anything, except, you know, play ball 
and screw around." 

EDUCATION 

Lipsyte was an exceptional student who participated in a program called 
the "Special Progress Class" for advanced students. He also channeled his 
writing talents into his elementary school literary magazine and the stu- 
dent newspaper at Forest Hills High School in Queens. 

Lipsyte's participation in the accelerated learning program enabled him to 
skip his senior year of high school and enroll at the prestigious Columbia 
University in New York City. Upon graduating from Columbia in 1957, he 
initially planned to attend graduate school at Pomona- Claremont College 
in California to pursue a degree in romantic English poetry. But he decided 
to stay in New York when he secured a job in the sports department at the 
New York Times. Lipsyte later earned a master's degree in journalism from 
Columbia while working at the Times.

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Robert Lipsyte has made his mark in the literary world in a number of 
ways. In the 1960s he became a nationally syndicated sports columnist 
with a reputation for honestly examining unattractive aspects of America's 
fascination with sports. He also made critically acclaimed contributions to 
several television and radio programs over the years. In addition, he is the 
author of several highly regarded novels for young adults, including The 
Contender. Finally, he established himself as a respected authority on sports- 
related literature for young people. But Lipsyte managed all of these pro- 
fessional accomplishments only because he was willing to pay his dues as 
a writer for the New York Times, one of America's best newspapers. 

Becoming a Sports Reporter 
for the New York Times 

Lipsyte's first job at the paper was as a 
copy boy. His work consisted of sharp- 
ening pencils, fetching food, and run- 
ning errands for the sportswriters in 
the department. Despite his lowly po- 
sition in the sports department Times, 
Lipsyte quickly fell in love with the 
hustle and bustle of the newsroom and 
the overall "romance of newspaper- 
ing." In time, he began compiling sta- 
tistics for the reporters, covering high 
school sports on his own, and writing 
short feature stories. The newspaper's 
editors took note of Lipsyte's enthusi- 
asm and writing talent. In 1959 they promoted him to the position of full- 
time sports reporter, an amazing achievement for a 21 -year-old. 

Lipsyte worked as an apprentice reporter for three years before the news- 
paper started giving him regular assignments in 1962. His first major as- 
signment was to go to Florida and cover spring training for the New York 
Mets, who were just beginning their inaugural season as a major league 
baseball team. Lipsyte was eager and enthusiastic about this opportunity. "I 
wanted to get out there and see what was going on and write better stories 
about it than anyone else," he remembered. This initial assignment taught 
him many things about being a journalist, including how to deal with dead- 
lines and space constraints. "Writing under a deadline is often exhilarat- 
ing," he would later remark. "And if you're lucky and the event has moved 
you, a rhythm develops and the story just flows out of the typewriter."

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In 1964 Lipsyte took his first step 
into the professional world of 
books when he worked with Dick 
Gregory, an African-American co- 
median and political activist. He 
helped Gregory write his autobi- 
ography, entitled Nigger. During 
this same period, he emerged as 
one of the leading authorities at 
the New York Times on the sport of 
boxing. He developed friendships 
with heavyweight boxer Cassius 
Clay (later known as Muhammad 
Ali) and the famed boxing trainer 
Cus D'Amato during this period, 
and in the mid-1960s he wrote 
about the colorful Clay more than 
any other single athlete. 

Becoming a Contender 

At the time Lipsyte first met D Amato, the trainer was more than twice his 
age. DAmato had plenty of stories to tell from his years in the boxing 
world, and the young reporter soaked them up. One particular story had a 
strong effect on Lipsyte. D' Amato told him that he could tell if a young 
fighter had the potential to be a contender just by listening to the sound of 
his footsteps as he entered the ghetto gym that D' Amato owned. "At 
night, he would sit by the door, listening to prospective boxers come up 
three dark, narrow, twisting flights of stairs," recalled Lipsyte. "If he heard 
only one set of footsteps (the kid was alone) and if the footsteps were hes- 
itant (he was conquering fear), there was a chance the kid might stay with 
it, hang tough, find himself through the act of dedication to a goal." 

D'Amato's stories and knowledge inspired Lipsyte to write a young adult 
(YA) novel about a desperate young boxer. The final result was The 
Contender, a gritty story about a young African-American man named 
Alf red Brooks who feels that his only ticket out of the ghetto is to become 
a boxing champion. In the end. Brooks fails at his ultimate goal. But along 
the way, he learns some hard lessons about being a man and about the 
importance of doing something productive with his life. 

Upon its publication in 1967, The Contender was an immediate commercial 
and critical success. It was hailed for its realistic depictions of the boxing 
culture and the issues of poverty, violence, drugs, and hopelessness that 
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were destroying many urban neighborhoods at that time. Book World, for 
instance, praised it as "a fine book in which interest combines with com- 
passion and enlightenment." Lipsyte biographer Michael Cart, meanwhile, 
called The Contender a "compellingly readable sports story" that "is a trib- 
ute to the power of friendship and a celebration of brotherhood. It is also a 
testimonial to Lipsyte's own compassionate heart and social conscience." 

In the meantime, the New York Times rewarded Lipsyte for his years of 
quality work with the opportunity to write a regular sports column for the 
paper. He was delighted with the offer. From 1967 to 1971 he wrote three 
commentaries a week on all sorts of sports-related subjects, from the for- 
tunes of New York's professional sports teams to the increased influence of 
wealth and celebrity on the American sports scene. 

Covering the World of Sports — Good and Bad 

In 1970 Lipsyte collected some of his favorite newspaper columns and sto- 
ries into a single volume titled Assignment: Sports. By presenting his writing 
in this way, he was able to show how his work differed from that of most 
other sportswriters. The collection — which featured fascinating personali- 
ties, sharp dialogue, interesting settings, and strong opinions about poli- 
tics, race relations, and power — received strong reviews. "[Lipsyte has] the 
skill of a fine fiction writer," observed the New York Times Book Review. 
"Readers meeting him for the first time, regardless of age group, have a 
rare treat in store." 

The following year, Lipsyte decided that it was time for him to step away 
from the world of sports journalism. He resigned from the New York Times 
in the fall of 1971 and devoted his writing energies toward a series of book 
projects. "I knew I'd miss the quick excitement of deadline journalism," he 
admitted. "But I wanted more time to think about what I had seen during 
the past 14 years, and more space to shape those thoughts into characters 
and stories." 

In the early 1970s Lipsyte published two novels for adult audiences — 
Something Going in 1972 (co-written with Steve Cady) and Liberty Two in 
1974. Neither of these works attracted much attention from critics or read- 
ers. But in 1975 he published a nonfiction book — SportsWorld: An American 
Dreamland — that stirred up a blizzard of critical acclaim and controversy. 

In SportsWorld, Lipsyte drew upon his years of experience as a sportswriter 
to condemn the dominant American attitudes towards sports, competi- 
tion, and athletes. The book used the term "SportsWorld" to represent the 
current state of sports in American culture. In Lipsyte's opinion, the world 
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of sports had degenerated from its original, pure form and become charac- 
terized by greed and an excessive thirst for power and fame. "Sometime in 
the last 50 years the sports experience was perverted into a SportsWorld 
state of mind in which the winner was good because he won; the loser, if 
not actually bad, was at least reduced, and had to prove himself over again, 
through competition," he declared. "SportsWorld is a grotesque distortion 

of sports. ... It has made the finish 
more important than the race. ... By 
the end of the 1960s, SportsWorld 
wisdom had it that religion was a 
spectator sport while professional and 
college athletic contests were the only 
events Americans held sacred." 

Reaction to SportsWorld was swift and 
strong. Some critics accused Lipsyte of 
hating sports or ignoring positive as- 
pects of modem sports. "I admired his 
column and I wanted to like his 
book," commented one reviewer in 
the New York Times Book Review. "But 
SportsWorld lacks a sense of joy [about 
athletic competition]." Many other re- 
viewers mshed to Lipsyte's defense, 
however. Newsweek, for example, called 
it a "persuasive volume" that "sparkles 
with insightful portraits of figures 
ranging from the self-protectively 
spaced-out Kareem Abdul-Jabbar to 
Muhammad Ali, Lipsyte's premiere 
subject throughout his journalistic ca- 
reer. . . . For all his disaffection, Lipsyte 
still loves sports. He only laments our 
transformation into a nation of side- 
line fantasists. . . . Read him, and you 
will never look at a sports event in 
quite the same way again." Lipsyte biographer Michael Cart, meanwhile, 

insisted that " SportsWorld is beautifully, even artfully written It is filled 

with observed moments of humor and with witty writing. . . . Whether 
readers agree or disagree with Lipsyte's opinions in SportsWorld is moot 
[unimportant]. After all, the book's most enduring contribution to the liter- 
ature of sports is that it invites, challenges, and stimulates the reader to 
think about the issues he raises."

Lipsyte Returns to YA 
Literature 

In 1977, nearly ten years after 
publishing the young adult novel 
The Contender, Lipsyte published 
a second novel for young adults 
called One Fat Summer. The new 
book featured an overweight 14- 
year-old named Bobby Marks 
growing up in the 1950s. Drawing 
heavily upon his own adolescent 
experiences, Lipsyte created a cen- 
tral character that embodied the 
fears, feelings of inadequacy, and 
courage of countless teenage boys 
and girls all across the country. "I 
always thought that I would write 
about the summer I had lost a lot 
of weight and had never been 
able to," Lipsyte recalled. But by 
the mid-1970s, he was finally able 
to write about his experiences in 
a positive way. "I really wanted to write about kids and their bodies," he 
explained. "While the pressures and feelings might have been different in 
the 1950s, the internal thoughts on how one viewed his or her own body 
and how one viewed oneself in relation to friends and parents probably 
never changed." 

One Fat Summer was another big success for Lipsyte and further cemented 
his reputation as an author of quality literature for young adult audiences. 
Over the next few years, Lipsyte eventually produced two sequels to One 
Fat Summer that followed the maturation of Bobby Marks. In Summer Rules 
(1981), 16-year-old Marks is working as a camp counselor. But his summer 
erupts in emotional turmoil when he falls in love with a girl with an emo- 
tionally troubled younger brother. In The Summerboy (1982), 18-year-old 
Marks becomes embroiled in a fight for worker's rights while employed at 
a laundry. 

Critics praised all three volumes of the Bobby Marks trilogy for their com- 
pelling storylines, convincing depictions of the 1950s, and realistic and 
compassionate treatment of teen issues. Top of the News, for example, com- 
mented that "Lipsyte's absorbing plots, strong characterizations, and in- 
sights into individuals' motivations create fine works of social realism." The 
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"I really liked him a lot/' 
Lipyste said about his 
character Bobby Marks from 
One Fat Summer . " I guess 
one of the reasons that I like 
him is he was an idealized 
extension of me; he was like 
me, but better than me. 

He was humorous and self- 
deprecating. He was brave. 
He was smart. He didn't al- 
ways get what he wanted, but 
he kept going. ... I didn't 
start out intending a trilogy, 
but when I finished One Fat 
Summer I didn't feel a lot 
of relief.

New York Times Book Review added 
that "refreshingly, [Bobby Marks] is 
neither precocious nor off-beat . . . 
but simply a normal boy in abnormal 
circumstances." 

For his part, Lipsyte acknowledged 
that he was very fond of the Bobby 
Marks character. "I really liked him a 
lot," he said. "I guess one of the rea- 
sons that I like him is he was an ide- 
alized extension of me; he was like 
me, but better than me. He was hu- 
morous and self-deprecating [able to 
poke fun at himself] . He was brave. He 
was smart. He didn't always get what 
he wanted, but he kept going. ... I 
didn't start out intending a trilogy, but 
when I finished One Fat Summer I did- 
n't feel a lot of relief. I was depressed, 
like I'd moved out of the neighbor- 
hood and left one of my friends be- 
hind." 

Diagnosed with Cancer 
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During the late 1970s Lipsyte main- 
tained a busy professional schedule. 
In addition to continuing to write 
books, he worked for the New York 
Post and National Public Radio. In 
1978, however, his professional and 
personal life were shaken by the 
news that he had been diagnosed with testicular cancer. Lipsyte soon had 
surgery followed by chemotherapy, a form of treatment that involves tak- 
ing extremely strong medications that make people feel very sick. "Like 
most people, we regarded cancer as one of the most dread words in the 
language," he remembered. "If not a death sentence, we thought, at least it 
meant the end of a normal, productive life. We knew very little about can- 
cer, but we learned quickly. After surgery, I underwent two years of chemo- 
therapy. I was sick for a day or two after each treatment, and I lost some 
strength and some hair, but we were amazed at how normally my life con- 
tinued: I wrote, I traveled, I swam and ran and played tennis When I fi- 
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nally stopped going for treatments, there was a hole in my routine. I felt in 
some ways like I lost a hobby." 

Lipsyte was grateful that he could continue to play with his children, cover 
sports events, and write during his chemotherapy. But he admits that the 
violent nausea and sickness that comes with the treatment was difficult to 
endure. "When people say, 'You beat cancer,' I cringe. I believe that the 
nasty little cells are always inside you, waiting to ambush you until your 
immune system lets down. What I beat was chemo, two years of it. People 
sometimes quit chemo because it's a nasty business, you feel sicker than 
you did when the cancer was diagnosed." 



Continuing His Work 

In 1978 — the same year that he was first diagnosed with cancer — Lipsyte 
published a biography of boxer Muhammad Ali that was explicitly aimed 
at young adult audiences. Free to Be Muhammad Ali drew extensively from 
Lipsyte's experiences covering the fighter for the New York Times over the 
previous 14 years. For this book, Lipsyte detailed the life and career high- 
lights of the heavyweight boxer, but he also tried to give readers a sense of 
Ali's beliefs and attitudes. 



Lipsyte greatly enjoyed writing 
about Ali, who he described as 
"far and away the most interest- 
ing character in that mythical 
kingdom I call SportsWorld." 
Readers and critics, meanwhile, 
enjoyed reading Free To Be Mu- 
hammad Ali. The New York Times 
Book Review, for example, called 
it a "thoughtful, complex portrait 
of one of America's greatest ath- 
letes" and noted that the book 
reflects "the affection and re- 
spect the author feels for him as 
an athlete and a man." 

Lipsyte's next young adult novel, 
published in 1982, was entitled 
Jock and Jill. This coming-of-age 
story features a high school 
pitcher named Jack Ryder who 
has a multitude of problems to 
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contend with as his team tries to 
win their local baseball champi- 
onship. Poverty, drug abuse, and 
family turmoil are just a few of the 
challenges that Jack grapples with 
off of the baseball diamond. 

Later in 1982, Lipsyte was ap- 
proached by the television network 
CBS to contribute segments on 
sports and other subjects to their 
popular program "Sunday Morning." 
He accepted the offer and stayed 
with the program for the next four 
years. Lipsyte enjoyed this new 
challenge. "It would mean hitting 
the road again and writing on a 
deadline, learning a new field and 
meeting new people," he said. "It 
would be like starting over again." 
In 1986 he left CBS to join NBC 
News, but one year later he moved 
on to serve as host of a program 
called "The 11th Hour" on the public TV network PBS. The show was a 
huge critical success and won five Emmy awards. Unfortunately, "The 11th 
Hour" was canceled after only one year because of a cost cutting move at 
the publicly funded network. 

Lipsyte enjoyed working on television and radio. But writing always re- 
mained his first and greatest professional love. "Television is fun — a friend 
of mine calls it a perpetual seventh-grade class trip — but nothing is as 
much fun as creating a world on a piece of paper, especially for readers 
whose minds are still open to change and possibility," he remarked. 

Concentrating on Stories for Young Adults 

In 1991 Lipsyte published a sequel to his 1967 YA novel The Contender. In 
this book, called The Brave, the young boxer Alfred Brooks is now a 40- 
year-old police officer fighting a drug war on the streets of New York. 
Brooks eventually meets Sonny Bear, a troubled young man who has run 
away from the Indian Reservation where he grew up. As the story pro- 
ceeds, Brooks teaches the young man how to box, and in the process 
teaches him many lessons about life. 
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The third book in the series, The Chief, was published in 1993. This time. 
Sonny Bear's skills as a boxer have made him a highly regarded contender, 
but incidents of racial discrimination threaten to derail his career. He con- 
tinues to be guided by Alfred Brooks, who has been crippled after suffering 
a bullet wound in the spine. The Chief is told from the viewpoint of Martin 
Witherspoon, a young African-American man who helps train Sonny and 
dreams of being a famous author. A fourth novel in the series, The Warrior 
Angels, is slated for publication in 2003. 

In 1991, Lipsyte was diagnosed with a second case of testicular cancer and 
had to undergo chemotherapy once again. This time, Lipsyte decided that 
he would chronicle the ordeal in writing. For the next few years, he wrote 
regular columns in the New York Times and the magazine American Health 
describing his chemotherapy experiences and his feelings about fighting 
cancer. At the same time, he decided to write an entire book on the sub- 
ject. "This time I would do what I hadn't done the first time — I would 
write about it. I would be the first man to write an honest book about can- 
cer the second time around, a cancer whose treatment would cause me to 
reevaluate the meaning of manhood," he said. This work — In the Country 
of Illness: Comfort and Advice for the Journey — was published in 1998. It 
deals not only with his own experiences with the disease, but also with 
those of his second wife, Marjorie, who eventually died of cancer. 

Even as he worked on In the 
Country of Illness, though, Lip- 
syte also continued to devote 
time to books for young adults. 

In 1992 he published The Chemo 
Kid, a fanciful story about a 
teenage cancer patient who de- 
velops superhuman powers as 
a result of the hormone treat- 
ments he receives during che- 
motherapy. He also wrote a se- 
ries of sports biographies for 
younger readers, including Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger: Hercules in 
America (1993), Jim Thorpe: 

Twentieth-Century Jock (1993), 

Michael Jordan: A Life Above the 
Rim (1994), and Joe Louis: A 
Champ for All America (1994). In 
1995, Lipsyte joined with histo- 
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rian Peter Levine to write Idols of 
the Game : A Sporting History of the 
American Century. This work was 
produced not only as a book, but 
also as a six-hour television docu- 
mentary series for the cable TV 
network TBS. 

Children and Sports 

Throughout the 1990s, Lipsyte also 
continued to speak out on a wide 
range of issues — from America's 
love affair with sports to the state 
of YA literature. For example, he re- 
mains highly critical of the nation's 
fascination with sports stars. He 
believes that famous athletes are 
often poor role models for young 
people, and that coverage of their exploits offers false hopes of stardom and 
riches to millions of children. Lipsyte also is convinced that American cul- 
ture needs to recognize that athletic competition is just one aspect of a 
healthy life. "Sports is, or should be, just one of the things people do — an 
integral part of life, but only one aspect of it," he said. "Sports is a good ex- 
perience. It's fun. It ought to be inexpensive and accessible to everybody." 

Lipsyte contends that books for children and young adults can help teens 
understand that a good education and basic respect for others are far more 
important than the ability to run fast or throw a football accurately. "I don't 
think we have to make any rules for sports books for children beyond ask- 
ing that they present some sense of truth about the role of sports in our 
lives," he said. "If we write more truthfully about sports, perhaps we can 
encourage kids to relax and have fun with each other — to challenge 
themselves for the pleasure of it, without self-doubt and without fear." 

Lipsyte also believes that YA literature can be effective in helping young 
people explore their feelings about growing up in an uncertain and some- 
times unfriendly world. "If kids are watching TV, if they're watching news 
programs, if they're watching soap operas, if they're watching prime time 
shows, then there is nothing in YA literature that can surprise or upset 
them," Lipsyte declared. "The point is that if YA literature is to have any 
moral value beyond enjoyment or entertainment, it's that it's telling kids 
that yes, these problems do exist in the world, and that people just like 
you, these characters in the books, are meeting them head on, are dealing 
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with them. Sometimes they are succeeding completely, and sometimes 
they are being beaten down; just like life. . . . It's uplifting to know that 
there are other people who are facing the type of problems that you have 
to face. That's all you have to know. And then if the book can show you 
how some of these people overcome these problems, that's all the better." 



Over the years, Lipsyte has received many awards for his work in print and 
on radio and television. But in 2001 he received his greatest honor yet, 



when he was awarded the American 
Library Association's coveted Marga- 
ret A. Edwards Award for Lifetime 
Achievement. The honor, bestowed 
in recognition of his long and distin- 
guished participation in the world of 
young adult literature, pleased Lip- 
syte immensely. "The Edwards Award 
was kind of a championship," he said. 

"Winning a championship is a lot of 
luck — holding on to it is about hard 
work and talent. We'll see how good I 
am. I'm interested in finding out, too." 

MARRIAGE AND FAMILY 

Lipsyte has been married three times. 

His first marriage ended in divorce in 
1963. He remained close to his sec- 
ond wife, Marjorie Rubin, even after 
their divorce in 1987. Her losing bat- 
tle with breast cancer was one of the 
events that inspired Lipsyte to write 
his book In the Country of Illness.

BIRTH 

Lillian Morrison was bom on October 27, 1917, in Jersey City, 
New Jersey. She is the daughter of William and Rebecca (Ne- 
hamkin) Morrison. Her family included one older sister and 
one younger brother. 

YOUTH 

Morrison grew up in a modest but happy home environment. 
"My parents were immigrants from Russia and had to strug- 
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gle to make a living for our family," she recalled. "Because we moved often, 
depending on our economic fortunes, I went to six different elementary 
schools. I liked some schools more than others, but I didn't mind all the 
moving. It meant a new block, a new neighborhood to explore." 

Indeed, Morrison was a curious, outgoing child who loved to exercise both 
her body and mind. "Mine was a city childhood, and our playground was 
the street," she once said. "We jumped rope, roller-skated, took turns rac- 
ing around the block, timing each 
other, and played almost every kind 
of ball game — bounce ball, stoop 
ball, box ball, stick ball. We saved pic- 
ture cards of baseball players and 
boxers and went to movies on 
Saturday afternoons." She even used 
to go to boxing matches with her 
brother, with whom she had a close 
relationship. "As a child I lived for two 
years in an apartment house where 
there was a boxing ring in the base- 
ment and watched the fights that 
took place there. Being with my 
brother a great deal helped me to be- 
come acquainted with sports." 

Morrison did not write poetry as a 
child, but she enjoyed singing and 
shouting playground rhymes and 
chants with her friends. She also 
liked to relax by curling up with an 
interesting book. She credits this 
early interest in literature to her par- 
ents. "My father was an avid reader 
and would often quote Shakespeare and read [Edgar Allen] Poe's "The 
Raven" and "The Bells" to us," Morrison explained. "It was from my moth- 
er, on the other hand, that I got my 'folk sense,' what with her rich store of 
catchy proverbs, folk sayings, and songs from the old country." 

EDUCATION 

Morrison graduated from high school in the mid-1930s. She then used 
academic Scholarships and money earned from waitressing to put herself 
through Douglass College at Rutgers University. After earning a bachelor's 
degree in mathematics from Douglass in 1938, she enrolled at the School

of Library Service at Columbia University. She earned her graduate degree 
from Columbia in 1942. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Lillian Morrison has enjoyed rewarding careers as a librarian, a writer, and 
an editor of poetry and folk rhymes for children. She worked in the public 
libraries of New York City for four decades, during which time she became 
one of the city's leading voices for the library's youth services. But 
Morrison is even better known for her work as a poet and anthologist of 
teen-oriented poems that celebrate sports, women, and American folk- 
lore. In fact, the anthologies of poetry that Morrison has compiled over 
the years, including Yours Till Niagara Falls and Sprints and Distances, are 
regarded as classics of children's literature. 

Finding a Home in New York's Libraries 

Morrison's distinguished career as a librarian began with a lucky en- 
counter. She was strolling through New York City one day in 1942 when 
she met a friend who told her that there was a job opening at the New 
York Public Library on 42nd Street. "I went in, applied, and got a job as a 
filer," recalled Morrison. "I loved it. It was quite a relief from my work in 
the statistical department at Bamberger's, a large department store in 
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Newark, New Jersey. I was surrounded by books. The whole world opened 
up to me. I knew I was in heaven!" 

Shortly after joining the library staff, Morrison developed a keen interest in 
poetry. She took home all sorts of poetry collections for pleasure reading, 
and even began to try her own hand at writing verse. Before long, she 
found that writing poetry gave her a rare sort of pleasure. "In writing, I 
often experienced the same feelings of excitement that I had as a child 

running fast, jumping high, or catch- 
ing a difficult fly ball," she explained. 
"There was the same aiming for per- 
fection, the attempt to do something 
skillful and graceful." 

As the years passed by, Morrison 
worked in libraries all around the city 
of New York. She particularly enjoyed 
organizing reading and activity pro- 
grams for children and teenagers. In 
1952, she became the assistant coor- 
dinator of young adult services for the 
entire New York City public library 
system, a position she would hold for 
16 years. In 1968 she was promoted 
to head coordinator of the system's 
young adult service programs. She 
served the city's children and teens in 
that capacity for the next 15 years, 
until her retirement in 1982. 

Morrison's work with young people 
across New York City also became the 
foundation for her career as a writer 
and collector of children's poetry and 
rhymes. She recalled that during her 
first years as an assistant librarian, many children possessed "autograph al- 
bums." These were notebooks in which the owner's friends, relatives, and 
teachers would write affectionate greetings, funny rhymes, and other mes- 
sages. "Children would bring me their autograph albums to sign," 
Morrison remembered. "I used to love to write in their books and became 
curious as to what others had written. I began to collect the comments for 
fun — I'm a collector from way back! — realizing that the simple messages 
and the funny verses were actually a form of folklore that could be traced 
back to the Elizabethan era [the period from 1558 to 1603 in England, 
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Morrison's career as a 
librarian began with a lucky 
encounter, when a friend told 
her about a job opening at 
the New York Public Library.

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when Queen Elizabeth I reigned over the country]. I had thousands of 
these sayings, each written on a 3x5 inch card and stored in shoeboxes. 
Finally I approached several publishing houses with the idea of doing a 
compilation of the verses." 

A Leading Anthologist of Children's Poetry 

Morrison's ambition to create an anthology of entertaining verses and 
rhymes was realized in the late 1940s, when the Crowell Publishing Com- 
pany agreed to publish the book. In 1950 the collection — called Yours Till 
Niagara Falls — was published. As it turned out, this book proved to be 
only the first of numerous poetry collections compiled by Morrison that 
were published by Crowell. 

Morrison was delighted with the strong reception that Yours Till Niagara 
Falls received. Convinced that the "vitality and fun in folk rhymes . . . corre- 
sponded to these [same] qualities in the children" that she encountered 
every day at the library, she decided to organize other collections of verse 
for children. In 1953 she published Black Within and Red Without: A Book of 
Riddles. Years later, Morrison explained that she selected each entry in the 
book because it had "some feeling of myth or mystery or some catchy 
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quality of rhyme or rhythm." Two years later, she released A Dillar, A 
Dollar: Rhymes and Songs for the Ten O'clock Scholar, a lighthearted collec- 
tion of folk sayings about school arranged by school subject. And in 1958 
she collected a series of wishes, spells, and folklore set to rhyme under the 
title Touch Blue. 

One of Morrison's favorite collections of children's poetry and rhymes 
was her Sprints and Distances: Sports in Poetry and the Poetry in Sport. This 
book, which she said "grew out of my own love of sports," was released in 

1965, nearly ten years after she first 
began working on it. The anthology 
features verses praising the virtues of 
nearly every kind of sport and athletic 
endeavor, and it includes selections 
from many different eras and places 
in human history. 

Sprints and Distances further solidified 
Morrison's reputation as a national 
expert on poetry and American folk- 
lore. In fact, her abilities were so wide- 
ly recognized that she was approached 
by a number of publishers involved in 
poetry. She served as the general edi- 
tor of the Crowell Publishing Com- 
pany's "Poets Series" from 1964 to 

1974, and worked as poetry editor of 
the Film Library Quarterly from 1968 to 

1975. 



Despite Morrison's many responsibilities as a librarian administrator and 
anthologist of children's poetry, she still found time to write original works 
of poetry aimed at young adult audiences. In 1967 she published her first 
original collection of poems, titled Ghosts of Jersey City. One year later, she 
and co-author Jean Boudin released Miranda's Music, a collection of poems 
written especially for teenage girls. 

Both of these collections received a warm welcome, but Morrison's most 
successful books of original poetry were inspired by her lifelong love of 
sports. In 1977 she published The Side Walk Racer, anc&Dther Poems of Sports 
and Motion. This collection was notable not only for its joyful characteriza- 
tions of sports and outdoor activities, but also for its inclusion of several

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poems celebrating the athletic abilities of women and girls. "These poems 
are rooted in positive experiences of childhood," observed Lilian Moore in 
Horn Book Magazine. 

According to Morrison, The Side Walk Racer reflected her feeling that writ- 
ing poetry conjured up feelings of motion and movement. Body move- 
ment seems to be involved," she said. "I am drawn to athletes, dancers, 
drummers, jazz musicians, who transcend misery and frustration and sym- 
bolize for us something joyous, ordered, and possible in life." 

In the 1980s and 1990s, Morrison continued to explore a range of subject 
areas in her poetry. In 1981, for example, she published a collection of origi- 
nal works about science-related topics in Overheard in a Bubble Chamber and 
Other Science Poems. In 1997, meanwhile, she compiled a book of happy 
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children's poems about food, called I Scream , You Scream: A Feast of Food 
Rhymes. 

But Morrison returned to the subjects of sports and the wonderful athletic 
capacity of the human body in other poetry collections. In 1985, for in- 
stance, she wrote a series of original poems titled The Break Dance Kids. In 
this children's book, which also features colorful illustrations, Morrison 
celebrates young people's ability to dance, run, and jump with joy. 
"[Morrison's collection covers] an impressive range of poetic types, forms, 
and content appropriate for readers of all ages who, once out of their arm- 
chairs and away from their desks, can make the poems come alive," 
claimed a review in Voice ofYouth Advocates. 

Three years later, Morrison followed up with Rhythm Road: Poems to Move 
To. This collection, which featured poets ranging from Edgar Allan Poe to 
John Updike, was named one of the American Library Association's Best 
Books for Young Adults for 1988. "The richly worded poems [in Rhythm 
Road] sing and capture the imagination with clear images and patterns of 
sound that reverberate in the mind," according to Children's Books and 
Their Creators. 

Morrison also compiled several poetry collections devoted to a single 
sport. In these works— the baseball-themed At the Crack of the Bat (1992) 
and Slam Dunks: Basketball Poems (1994) — she selected poems that empha- 
sized the sounds of language as well as those that gave colorful descriptions 

of athletes at play. In addition, 
she added some of her own 
poems about baseball and bas- 
ketball that reflected her belief 
in the basic purity of the games. 
As with her earlier books, these 
two collections received a warm 
reception from readers. "Varied 
in style, some of the poems are 
tributes to superstars, some re- 
flect the experience of playing 
the game, and others celebrate 
the swish of ball through net," 
said Booklist in a review of Slam 
Dunks. "[Morrison's book is] a 
choice collection for those who 
find poetry in basketball, but 
don't expect to find basketball 
in poetry."

Recent Works 

In 2001 Morrison published an en- 
tire book of her own original sports- 
related poems for children, called 
Way to Go! Sports Poems. Many re- 
viewers praised the author, as in 
this comment from Childhood Edu- 
cation: "Morrison's excellent style 
of writing, her precise choice of 
words, and her passion for sports 
are evident in this fun-to-read 
book." And School Library Journal 
described the title as "a fine blend 
of poetry and art that celebrates the 
joy and excitement of sports." 

Still, Morrison has continued to 
show throughout her career that 
she has other interests besides ath- 
letics. In 1992 she surprised some 
readers with Whistling the Morning In, a collection of original poems about 
nature "that greet the day and whatever the day brings," wrote Lilian 
Moore in Horn Book Magazine. "We may not think of Lillian Morrison as a 
'nature' poet, but it is immediately clear that these new poems are vintage 
Morrison. The style is familiar — muscular, intimate, and celebratory." 
More recently, Morrison returned to the subject of women and their po- 
tential for doing great things. In More Spice than Sugar: Poems about Feisty 
Females (2001), Morrison gathered together a collection of poems that dis- 
cuss issues of female identity and celebrate women's triumphs in the 
worlds of sports and human rights. "This lively anthology includes many 
contemporary children's poets as well as some classic adult wnters," noted 
School Library Journal. "These poems are accessible, inspiring, and chal- 
lenging." 

HOME AND FAMILY 

Morrison, a longtime resident of New York, never married and has no 
children.

Morrison is a lifelong fan of jazz music. She also loves to travel, and con- 
tinues to enjoy following sports of all kinds.

BIRTH 

Linda Sue Park was born on March 25, I960, in Urbana, 
Illin ois. Her parents were Eung Won Ed Park, a computer ana- 
lyst, and Susie Kim Park, a teacher. Both of her parents had 
grown up in Korea. But their country underwent tremendous 
upheaval and destruction during the Korean War, and in the 
early 1950s they immigrated to the United States in search of 
a better life. They ultimately settled in Illinois, where Linda 
Sue and her two younger siblings, Fred and Julie, were raised. 
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YOUTH 

For as long as she can remember. Park has loved using her imagination to 
create stories. "[I started] scribbling stories and poems when I was in 
kindergarten," she recalls. This early enthusiasm for writing was matched 
only by her enjoyment of reading. "I was a maniacal reader," she acknowl- 
edges. "It was by far my favorite activity. I read indiscriminately — from se- 
ries like Nancy Drew and Trixie Belden to the award winners and everything 
in between." 

Both of Park's parents were very supportive of their young child's passion 
for literature. They praised her early writing efforts, and Park recalls that 
her father "took me to the library every two weeks without fail. Because he 

didn't know much about American 
children's books himself, he just took 
me there to learn." Park appreciated 
her regular visits to the library so 
much that when a children's maga- 
zine called Trailblazer accepted one of 
her poems for publication, the little 
nine-year-old gave the one-dollar 
check she received as payment to her 
father as a gift. Eung Won was so 
proud of his daughter's achievement 
— and delighted with her generosity 
— that he framed the check and dis- 
played it in their home. 

Fhrk grew up not knowing much 
about her Korean heritage. Living in 
Illinois, her parents had wanted to fit 
in with other people in their neigh- 
borhood, so they only spoke English in their household. They also had not 
provided many details to their children about growing up in Korea. Then at 
age 11, Ffrrk visited her grandparents in Korea for the first time. The vaca- 
tion was a fascinating experience, for it marked her first significant expo- 
sure to her Korean heritage. After arriving in Korea, Park strode through 
crowds of people in which Korean was the only language she heard, and 
unfamiliar sights, sounds, and smells danced all around her. By the time 
she returned to her familiar Illinois home, an enduring interest in Korean 
culture and history had taken root in her mind. 

Throughout her teen years. Bark spent much of her free time composing 
stories and poems or reading books. For the most part, she remained 
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activity. I read indiscrimi- 
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happy to use the library as her primary source of reading pleasure. But she 
admitted that once in a while, she wished that she could afford to amass a 
book collection of her own that would include all her favorite tales. "I have 
one vivid memory of being about 12 years old and going to baby-sit for a 
little girl who lived in the neighborhood, and being absolutely amazed at 
her bookshelf," she recalls. "She owned hundreds of books, what looked 
to me like every book I'd ever had from the library. Of course, I knew on 
one level that people could own books, but it never really sank in until I 
saw this little girl's room. Growing up, I owned almost no books, and I can 
really remember the ones I owned because I had so few. I read everything, 
but it was always from the library." 

EDUCATION 

Park attended elementary and high school in the Urbana public school 
system, and she credits several of her teachers with nurturing her love for 
reading and writing. She was a fine student who showed particular promise 
in English. After graduating from high school, Park enrolled at prestigious 
Stanford University in Palo Alto, California. 

While at Stanford, Park competed in gymnastics and studied English. 
"Every school or 'career' decision I've made has revolved around reading 
and writing," she acknowledged. "I majored in English so I could read and 
write all the time in college." She graduated from Stanford in 1981 with a 
bachelor's degree in English. She then moved to Chicago, where she wrote 
a company newsletter for Standard Oil. "I don't remember a conscious de- 
cision to become a writer," she later admitted. "It was the only thing be- 
sides reading that I really wanted to do — and one of the few things I was 
any good at!" 

As it turned out, however. Park only stayed in Chicago for a short time. A 
few months after her arrival, she met an Irish newspaper reporter named 
Ben Dobbin, and they became romantically involved. When Dobbin's work 
visa expired in 1983, Park accompanied him back to Ireland. They settled in 
Dublin, where she enrolled at Trinity College. One year later, in 1984, she 
graduated with a higher diploma in Anglo-Irish literature. That same year, 
she and Dobbin were married. 

The newlyweds moved to London, where Park kept a busy schedule for 
the next several years. She continued her education, earning a master's de- 
gree from London's Birkbeck College in 1988. But during this same time, 
she wrote occasional restaurant reviews for London newspapers and 
taught "English as a Second Language" (ESL) courses — language classes 
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for immigrants who did not speak English as their native language. She 
also established herself as a talented writer of poetry for adults, publishing 
poems in literary magazines like Poetry Ireland, the Irish Times, and the 
Avatar Review. Finally, Park and her husband started a family, welcoming 
both a son and daughter into the world in the late 1980s. 
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"I have been writing all 
my life, but only after I had 
children of my own did I

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CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

The joys and responsibilities of moth- 
erhood gradually changed Park's out- 
look on writing. "I have been writing 
all my life, but only after I had chil- 
dren of my own did I feel the desire 
to explore my [Korean] ethnic heri- 
tage through writing," she said. "The 
fascinating discoveries I made have 
resulted in several books for young 
people. I continue to write poetry and 
fiction for adults as well, but because 
books were so important to me dur- 
ing my childhood, my work in chil- 
dren's literature holds special impor- 
tance in my heart." But the author is 
not the only one who treasures her 
work. Park's novels for young peo- 
ple — Seesaw Girl, The Kite Fighters, 
When My Name Was Keoko, and the 
2002 John Newbery Medal Winner, A 
Single Shard — are admired and be- 
loved by young and old for their fasci- 
nating glimpses into Korean history 
and their graceful exploration of uni- 
versal human emotions like love, fear, 
envy, and hope. 



Returning to America 

Park's decision to write stories based on events and periods in Korean his- 
tory did not occur immediately, however. In 1990 she and Dobbin returned 
to the United States when he received a work transfer to New York City. 
For the first few years after her return to America, Park kept herself busy 
raising her young children and teaching English as a second language in 
the New York City area. 
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As Park's children grew older, how- 
ever, she felt increasingly drawn to 
the idea of exploring her Korean 
heritage. "[My] children are half- 
Korean, but I didn't know much 
about Korean culture. I wanted to 
learn more about the culture for 
them and for myself as well. So I 
started doing some research and it 
turned out to be a wonderful, really 
fascinating culture." 

Seesaw Girl 

Park's growing interest in Korean 
history eventually led her to con- 
sider writing a young adult novel 
set during an earlier era of Korean 
life. Once she decided to try her 
hand at such a tale, she drew on 
one of her childhood reading expe- 
riences for inspiration. As she started writing her first novel. Seesaw Girl, 
she was particularly inspired by Tales of a Korean Grandmother, by Frances 
Carpenter. "When I was ten years old, I read in [Tales of a Korean 
Grandmother] how girls in aristocratic families were almost never allowed 
to leave their homes. This made such an impression on me that 27 years 
later, it became the basis of Seesaw Girl. I wanted to write a story about 
how a girl with a lot of curiosity might cope in those conditions." 
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Park began writing Seesaw Girl in 1997, and two years later it became the 
first of her books for young people. Set in 17th-century Korea, the novel 
tells the story of 12-year-old Jade Blossom. Jade is a member of a wealthy 
family with connections to the kingdom's royal family. She lives in a huge, 
fortress-like compound, and all her physical needs are taken care of by ser- 
vants. But Jade is an adventurous and curious girl who dislikes some as- 
pects of her pampered life. For example, Korean traditions of the 17th-cen- 
tury called for girls from her social background to be totally shielded from 
the outside world. This means that Jade is not allowed to venture outside 
the compound's walls until her wedding day. As the novel progresses, 
however. Jade's hunger to explore the world beyond the fortress walls be- 
comes so great that she sneaks out of the compound. During her brief ad- 
venture she encounters scenes of terrible poverty and hunger, as well as 
visions of great beauty and wonder. After reluctantly returning to the com- 
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pound. Jade then makes a large seesaw that enables her to rise high in the 
air and see the outside world once again. 

Seesaw Girl drew strong praise from many reviewers. The reviewer for 
Booklist applauded the author's "descriptive, engaging prose" and noted 
that Jade's eye-opening adventure shows her that "her home's high walls 
offer both shelter and imprisonment." School Library Journal, meanwhile, 
added that "like Jade's stand-up seesaw, Park's novel offers readers a brief 
but enticing glimpse at another time and place." 



The Kite Fighters 

Park based her second young adult 
(YA) novel on the traditional Korean 
sport of "kite fighting," in which com- 
petitors seek to cut other kites free of 
their strings while simultaneously re- 
maining in a designated area of air 
space. One of her chief research 
sources for this book was her own fa- 
ther, who had actively participated in 
the sport of kite fighting as a youth. 
In fact, Park even arranged to have 
her father draw the chapter heading 
decorations for the book. 

Set in 1473 in Seoul, Korea, The Kite 
Fighters (2000) features two brothers 
named Kee-sup and Young-sup who 
are one of the city' s finest kite-flying teams. Kee-sup is an enormously tal- 
ented designer and builder of kites, while his younger brother Young-sup 
is one of the finest kite fliers in the city. One day the young king of Korea 
approaches them and asks them to represent him in an important kite- 
fighting competition. Honored at the opportunity to represent their king, 
Kee-sup builds a magnificent kite that is decorated like a dragon and 
Young-sup devotes long hours to learning how to fly it. But the brothers' 
close relationship is threatened when their father insists that they follow a 
Korean tradition that calls for the eldest son to represent his family in im- 
portant community events. According to their father, this tradition means 
that Young-sup must stand aside and let his older brother fly the kite, even 
though he is less skilled at kite-flying. 

As with Park's first novel, The Kite Fighters drew praise from reviewers. 
"Though the story is set in medieval times, the brothers have many of the 
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same issues facing siblings today," 
noted School Library Journal. "They 
play and argue, they compete for 
their father's attention, and even- 
tually develop a greater under- 
standing of one another. The au- 
thor has drawn her characters 
with a sure touch, creating two 
very different boys struggling to 
figure out who they are. With ease 
and grace, Park brings these long- 
ago children to life." 

A Single Shard 

Park was delighted with the re- 
sponse to her first two books. 

Moreover, her efforts on those 
two works provided her with the 
foundation for her next novel. "In 
doing my research on Korea for 
my first two books, I kept coming upon the fact that in the 11th and 12th 
centuries Korean pottery was considered the finest in the world — better 
even than China's," she explained. "This is what first interested me. I liked 
the idea that a tiny country like Korea could be the best in the world at 
something." 

Park eventually used this slice of Korea's past as the basis for her 2001 
novel A Single Shard. This book for young adults is set in Korea in the 
12th century, a time of great artistic expression but also an era in which 
many Koreans lived in terrible hunger and poverty. The main character in 
the story is an orphan boy named Tree-ear. As the novel begins, he lives 
under a bridge with Crane-Man, a wise but poor old straw weaver. One 
day while out scrounging for food. Tree -ear draws near an area of the vil- 
lage where the finest potterymakers practice their trade. When he acci- 
dentally drops a piece of pottery created by Min, the finest artisan in the 
village, he agrees to pay off the cost of the pot by working for Min as an 
apprentice, a type of assistant. But Tree -ear also works at Min's shop 
every day because he wants to learn how to make beautiful pottery of his 
own. As time passes, the gruff Min gives greater responsibilities to the 
boy until one day, he asks Tree -ear to take the two precious pots to the 
king. Tree-ear sets out on his journey with a glad heart, but he encoun- 
ters robbers and other dangers. These obstacles eventually reduce his 
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package to a single shard from one of the pots. But Tree-ear is so com- 
mitted to carrying out his mission that he continues on and delivers the 
fragment to the king. 
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A Single Shard garnered Park her most flattering reviews yet. Kirkus Reviews 
described the book as a "timeless jewel" that "conveys a time and place far 
away and long ago, but with a simplicity and immediacy that is both 
graceful and unpretentious." Booklist promised readers that they would 
"feel the hunger and cold that Tree-ear experiences, as well as his shame, 
fear, gratitude, and love." The Sacramento Bee, meanwhile, declared that 
"Park's smooth writing, lively dialogue, and authentic scenes flow with the 
universal emotions of love, pride, and shame." 

Praise and admiration for A Single Shard jumped another notch a few 
months later, when it received the prestigious 2002 John Newbery Medal 
from the American Library Associa- 
tion. This honor is given out every year 
to the most distinguished children's 
book published in the United States in 
the previous year. Park was stunned by 
the announcement. She later said that 
"it was like having a truck dropped on 
my head! It was a complete shock, a 
wonderful one though." But Kathleen 
Odean, the chairperson of the New- 
bery Medal selection committee, in- 
sisted that Park's book deserved the 
honor: "Tree-ear's determination and 
bravery in pursuing his dream of be- 
coming a potter takes readers on a lit- 
erary journey that demonstrates how courage, honor, and perseverance 
can overcome great odds and bring great happiness. Park effectively con- 
veys 12th-century Korea in this masterful piece of historical fiction." 

Newbery Medal Brings Fame and Excitement 

In June 2002 the American Library Association formally awarded the 
Newbery Medal to Park at a special ceremony. After accepting the award, 
she surprised the audience by announcing that she intended to give it to 
her father. She explained that the medal was to thank him for all the times 
he had taken her to the library, the place where her lifelong love for read- 
ing and writing had blossomed. 

Since winning the Newbery Medal, Park admits that her life has changed. 
For example, the award made her an instant celebrity in Korea. "The 
Newbery news has been in many Korean newspapers and on Korean tele- 
vision," she confirmed in 2002. "There will be Korean translations of my 
books, and I will probably be visiting Korea later this year! I received many

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messages of congratulations from Koreans — complete strangers — who 
wrote to tell me they were proud that a Korean-American had won this 
award. I even received a wonderful letter from Korea's First Lady! This was 
all very thrilling and humbling." Many people wrote to tell her how much 
her book meant to them and how proud they were that a book set in 
Korea and written by a Korean-American won the award. Park was also 
happy that many young people of Asian heritage will be able to see them- 
selves reflected in her book and will 
feel included in American society and 
literature. 

According to Park, winning the New- 
bery Medal has even made it easier for 
her to get out of bed in the morning. 
"It has just been so wonderful," she 
marveled. "I tell kids on my school vis- 
its that it 7 s like, you know how you feel 
special on your birthday? You just 
know when you wake up that it's 
going to be an exciting day? Well, 
that 7 s what it feels like every morning 
since I've won the Newbery." 

When My Name Was Keoko 

Park's fourth book for young adults. 
When My Name Was Keoko, was re- 
leased in 2002, the same year she won 
the Newbery Medal. This novel takes 
place from 1940 to 1945 in Korea, a 
period during World War II when the 
country was occupied by Japanese 
military forces. The Japanese invaders 
suppressed Korean culture and subju- 
gated the Korean people. They forced Koreans to take Japanese names and 
study only Japanese history. They even forbade the use of the Korean lan- 
guage. 

According to Park, both her parents had many dark memories of this peri- 
od of their lives. Both of them had been forced to live for years under these 
restrictions, and Keoko — the name used in the novel's title — had been 
the Japanese name that her mother adopted during these difficult years. 
"My parents told me almost no stories of World War II when I was growing 
up," recalled Park. "But once I decided to explore the topic and begin re- 
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searching, I asked them about their 
experiences and they did start talk- 
ing. And talking . . . and talking! . . . 

I asked why they had never told 
me any of this before, and they said 
that it had indeed been a difficult 
time. Once they were in America 
and settled into their lives here, 
they sort of wanted to forget all 
that. But I think it's important to 
share stories — the hard ones as 
well as the ones that make us 
laugh. Your past is a huge part of 
what makes you 'you/ and explor- 
ing the past can help you better 
understand the present and the fu- 
ture." 

When My Name Was Keoko is told 
from the perspective of a ten-year- 
old Korean girl named Sun-hee and her 13-year-old brother, Tae-yul. Each 
chapter of the story alternates between these two characters, providing in- 
sights into how they feel about the frightening and frustrating world in 
which they now live. As the story progresses, Sun-hee, Tae-yul, and the 
other members of their family all fight to preserve their Korean heritage 
and their dignity under foreign rule. These rebellions take varying forms, 
from publishing an illegal newspaper to choosing a new family name that 
echoes the meaning of their original Korean name. Eventually, Japanese 
authorities become suspicious of one member of the family, leading Tae- 
yul to make a brave sacrifice. 

Reviewers hailed When My Name Was Keoko as another excellent work for 
young adult audiences. School Library Journal described it as a "beautifully 
crafted and moving novel." Likewise, Kirkus Reviews declared that "this 
powerful and riveting tale of one close-knit, proud Korean family moving- 
ly addresses life-and-death issues of courage and collaboration, injustice, 
and death-defying determination in the face of totalitarian oppression." 

Looking to the Future 

Park intends to branch out into other areas of writing in the next several 
years. "I have five picture books that will be published over the next few 
years," she said. "The first is called The Fire-Keeper's Son, and is based on an 
episode from Korean history. . . . Hopefully that book will be out in 2003. 
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Also forthcoming are two fun rhyming picture books for very young chil- 
dren; a book about animal noises around the world; and a collection of po- 
etry for elementaiy-school kids." 

But Park seems intent on adding to her list of young adult novels, too, even 
though she admits that she only averages one novel idea a year. "There are 
of course innumerable things worthy of a novelist's attention, but for me 
it's a question of feeling utterly captivated by an idea," she explained. "I

BIRTH 

Pam Munoz Ryan was bom on December 25, 1951, in Bakers- 
field, California. Her maiden name was Pamela Bell, and her 
married name is Ryan. Munoz is a family name, taken from 
her grandmother, Esperanza Ortega Munoz, and her mother, 
Esperanza Munoz Bell (also called Hope). Her mother, Hope 
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Bell, worked as a librarian's assistant in a high school library, and her fa- 
ther, Don Bell, was a delivery man for a distribution company. Ram is the 
oldest child in her family, with two younger sisters, Sally and Linda, and 23 
younger cousins on her mother's side. 

Ryan's family originally came from Mexico, and she grew up speaking both 
English and Spanish, as she explains here. "My grandmother and grandfa- 
ther came to the United States from Aguascalientes, Mexico, in the 1930s. 
They were very determined that their children (my mother, aunts, and un- 
cles) learn and speak English so that 
they could compete and succeed in 
the United States. They all learned and 
spoke English within a few years of ar- 
riving. I was fortunate that my grand- 
mother only spoke to me in Spanish! I 
think it gave me an appreciation for 
the rhythm of two languages." 

YOUTH 

Ryan was raised in Bakersfield, located 
in California's San Joaquin Valley. "I 
grew up with aunts, uncles, and grand- 
parents nearby and consider myself 
truly American because my heritage is 
part Spanish, Mexican, Basque, Italian, 
and Oklahoman," she said. Surround- 
ed by a large and gregarious extended 
family, Ryan recalls that "many of my 
childhood memories revolve around 
big, noisy family gatherings." 

The world of literature caught Ryan's 
interest at an early age. "Growing up, 
I spent many long, hot valley sum- 
she said. "The library became my fa-

EDUCATION 

Ryan attended McKinley and Jefferson elementary schools, Washington 
Junior High, and Bakersfield High School. After earning her high school 
diploma in 1969, she enrolled at San Diego State University. She earned a 
bachelor's degree in Child Development in 1973. After that, she took sev- 
eral years off, to work, get married, and raise a family. She later returned to 
school, and in 1991 she earned a master's degree in Post- Secondary Edu- 
cation from San Diego State. 

FIRST JOBS 

After graduating from college in 1973, Ryan's first job was working as a 
volunteer for the Red Cross. She was the volunteer coordinator of play 
schools for refugee children at the relocation camp on Camp Pendleton, a 
U.S. military base north of San Diego. This was immediately following the 
Vietnam War, and many Vietnamese and Cambodians refugees who had 
come to the United States were staying at Camp Pendleton before being 
relocated in the U.S. Ryan worked with the children of these refugees in 
the play schools in the relocation camp. 

After three months Ryan was ready for a change. "I knew that I wanted to 
work in a profession that had something to do with books, and so I be- 
came a teacher," she remembered. She then worked as a bilingual teacher 
in a Head Start program for three years. Head Start is a government-fund- 
ed preschool program that is designed to give a "head start" to disadvan- 
taged children. After several years as a bilingual teacher, teaching in both 
Spanish and English, Ryan was married and ready to start a family. For the 
next 12 years or so, she stayed home to take care of her children while they 
were young. Then, as her children grew up, she returned to school to get 
her master's degree and began to write. 

CAREER HIGHLIGHTS 

Today, Ryan is regarded as a talented writer of books for both younger 
and older children. Works in the latter category, such as Riding Freedom 
and Amelia and Eleanor Go for a Ride, have been warmly received by crit- 
ics and readers alike. In addition, Ryan's novel Esperanza Rising was the 
2002 winner of the Pure Belpre Award, which honors Latino children's 
authors who best portray the Latino cultural experience. But it was not 
until after she was 30 years old that Ryan even considered writing books 
for young people. 
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Becoming a Writer 

In the early 1980s, Ryan was approached by a friend who encouraged her 
to use her writing talents to write a book. "That's when I discovered what I 
really wanted to do with my life," she later admitted. In the late 1980s, 
Ryan and Doris Jasinek — a fellow graduate of San Diego State Univer- 
sity — co-authored three paperback books providing inspirational mes- 
sages about parenting and family relations. 

After completing her master's degree in education in 1991, Ryan worked 
as the director of early childhood education programs in nearby Encinitas 
for five years. But she had enjoyed working on the writing projects so 
much that she decided to write a book for children. Over time, this deci- 
sion brought her a lot of frustration, for she spent several years writing 
children's stories before a publisher accepted one of them. But despite the 
rejections and other writing setbacks that she endured during that period, 
she never allowed discouragement to overwhelm her. Eventually, she had 
enough writing- related work to quit her job and become a full-time writer. 

Ryan's first book for young children — One Hundred Is a Family — was 
published in 1994. It combined counting lessons with a celebration of the 
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many types of families and friendships that exist in the world. Booklist 
called the book "comforting in that it presents and embraces a world in 
which every form of family is welcome," while Publishers Weekly remarked 
that "Ryan's first book rates high on jolliness if low on subtlety." 

In 1996 Ryan published The Flag We Love, a book for young readers that 
honors the American flag and its symbolic value to the country. Ryan had 
written the book after visiting a supermarket where a flag had been draped 
over cases of beer as a promotion for Memorial Day. She was offended by 



the supermarket's disrespectful treat- 
ment of the flag. She wrote an indig- 
nant letter about the incident to the 
company president. When her own 
children wondered why she was 
upset, she went looking for a book on 
the flag for her own children — a pic- 
ture book with big beautiful pictures 
that was simply written and evoked 
feelings and emotions — and she 
couldn't find one. "All of the picture 
books at that time were like social 
studies books,"she recalled. After The 
Flag We Love was published, reviewers 
agreed that Ryan had succeeded in 
communicating her intentions. "Strike 
up the band and prepare to salute," 
said Publishers Weekly. "This patriotic 
picture book unabashedly celebrates 
the Stars and Stripes." 

Riding Freedom 

Ryan's first book to receive wide- 
spread critical acclaim was Riding Free- 
dom (1999), a story for middle school 
readers. It relates the true story of 
Charlotte "Charley" Darkey Barkhurst, 
an American woman in the 19th cen- 
tury who lived her life disguised as a 
man so she could be a stagecoach 
driver. She grew up in an orphanage, 
where she developed a deep love for 
horses. When the head of the or-

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phanage refused to let her ride 
horses, she ran away and, dis- 
guised as a boy, secured a job as a 
stablehand. Over the ensuing 
years, she became one of the fin- 
est coachmen in New England. 
Fhrkhurst eventually moved to 
California. Still disguised as a 
man, she voted in the 1868 U.S. 
presidential election. That was 52 
years before the 19th Amend- 
ment to the Constitution was rat- 
ified in 1920, granting women 
the right to vote. Historians be- 
lieve that she was the first wo- 
man ever to vote in the United 
States. 

Riding Freedom won several no- 
table awards, including the Willa 
Cather Award and the California 
Young Reader Medal. It also garnered praise from readers and reviewers. 
Publishers Weekly, for example, stated that "with a pacing that moves along 
at a gallop, this is a skillful execution of a fascinating historical tale." 




Writing about Two Famous Women 

In the late 1990s Ryan decided to write a book about a brief but lively 
meeting between Amelia Earhart and Eleanor Roosevelt, two of the most 
famous women in American history. These two women are acclaimed for 
very different reasons, though. "In 1932, Amelia Earhart did what was then 
considered unthinkable," explained Ryan. "She flew [an airplane] solo 
across the Atlantic to demonstrate that 'women like to do such things, and 
can!'" Eleanor Roosevelt was the wife of U.S. President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. She left her mark on the United States as an activist for women's and 
human rights. "She transformed the role of First Lady by becoming a com- 
manding role model," said Ryan. "Her practical approach to issues gained 
her enormous respect. Many have said she was a woman ahead of her 
time. She would have said it was just common sense." 

Ryan's 1999 book Amelia and Eleanor Go for a Ride was based on an actual 
event in April 1933, when Earhart and Roosevelt took a nighttime flight to- 
gether over Washington, D.C. "For the purposes of this book, I sentimen- 
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tally imagined Eleanor and Amelia in the cockpit, although the plane was 
actually flown by two of Easter Air Transport's regular pilots," admitted 
Ryan. "But Amelia did take the controls during part of the flight and 
Eleanor took a turn in the cockpit with the captain who explained the con- 
trols to her. When the plane took an unexpected dip, the reporters joked 
that Mrs. Roosevelt was flying the plane. 

Critics widely praised Amelia and 
Eleanor as a fine book for young read- 
ers. Publishers Weekly called the story 
a "brief but compelling slice from the 
lives of two determined, outspoken 
and passionate women." A reviewer 
in the Atlanta Journal and Constitution, 
meanwhile, said that "all things con- 
sidered, Ryan has beautifully blown 
the dust off this small episode in his- 
tory. Here's a chance to recall two re- 
markable women who were ahead of 
their time and very much drawn to 
one another. This story soars as a cel- 
ebration of friendship, spontaneity, 
woman power, and high adventure." 

Amelia and Eleanor Go for a Ride was 
eventually named an American Li- 
brary Association Notable Book and 
an American Booksellers' Book of the 
Year finalist. 

During the 1990s, Ryan received a lot 
of attention for her books targeted at 
older readers. But she also continues 
to write books for younger children. These books reflect not only the au- 
thor's love for children, but also her ability to choose attractive subjects for 
little kids. In 1999, for example, she released A Pinky Is a Baby Mouse, 
which lists all the odd but true names that humans have given various 
baby animals. Ryan was inspired to write the book after learning that the 
baby animal name of a spiny anteater (the echindna) is called a puggle. 
Another of her books for young children, the 2002 picture book Mud Is 
Cake, builds on the fun that children can have with their imagination. 
" Mud Is Cake is a very sweet book that encourages children, and their par- 
ents, to engage in the magic of make-believe," stated the New York Times. 
"Ryan's lively rhymes and strong rhythms are easy and fun to read aloud."

Ryan's best-known book is Esperanza Rising, a young adult novel that hit 
bookstores in 2000. The title character is a 13 -year-old Mexican girl who 
grows up in a wealthy and privileged home in the 1930s. But her father's 
sudden death triggers a chain of events that forces Esperanza and her 
mother to leave Mexico and build a new life for themselves in California. 
They end up in the Mexican migrant-labor camps, home to the migrant

transformed from a sheltered aristocrat into someone who can take care of 
herself and others. Although her material wealth is not restored in the end 
. . . she is rich in family, friends, and esperanza — the Spanish word for 
hope." 

Esperanza Rising — which will be published in a Spanish-language version 
in the fall of 2002 — also garnered several prestigious honors. The Smith- 
sonian Institution and Publishers Weekly named it one of the top children's 
books of 2000, and it earned the Jane Addams Children's Book Award. In 
2002 Esperanza Rising was also awarded the Pura Belpre Award, given out 
biennially by the American Library Association. It's presented to a Latino 
or Latina writer or illustrator whose work best portrays, affirms, and cele- 
brates the Latino cultural experience in an outstanding work of literature 
for children and youth.

A review 
in Reading Today added that Ryan's 
"passionate" novel showed "an un- 
common understanding of the plight 
of Mexican farm workers." And Horn 
Book Magazine added that over the 
course of the book, "Esperanza is 
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When Marian Sang 

Ryan has since followed up Esperanza Rising with another book for older 
children. When Marian Sang, published in the fall of 2002, is an account of 
the life of Marian Anderson, an African-American woman who triumphed 
over racism to become one of the greatest singers in American history. In 
1939 — long before the civil rights movement helped black Americans gain 
equal rights in housing, employment, voting, and other areas — she gave a 
historic concert on the steps of the Lincoln Memorial in Washington, D.C. 
that drew an estimated audience of 75,000 people. The book shows her 
struggles, her courage, her dignity, and her strength. When Marian Sang is 
beautifully illustrated by Brian Selznick, with exquisitely detailed and elab- 
orately designed pictures in sepia tones. 

Early reviews of When M.arian Sang seemed as positive as those for her 
other books, as in this review from Publishers Weekly, which called it "a pic- 
ture book biography as understated and graceful as its subject, singer 
Marian Anderson." The reviewer continued, "Tracing the African-Ameri- 
can diva from her beginnings as an eight-year-old church choir wonder 
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('the pride of South Philadelphia') through years of struggle to rise above 
the racism that would delay her debut with the Metropolitan Opera until 
she was 57, this book masterfully distills the events in the life of an extraor- 
dinary musician. Ryan's narrative smoothly integrates biographical details 
with lyrics from the gospel songs Anderson made famous." The writer for 
Kirkus Reviews agreed, saying "[Ryan acquaints young readers] with a 
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time of social injustice when a per- 
son of color could not pursue a pro- 
fessional career in concert music and 
it was a act of personal courage to 
sing before racially mixed audiences. 

. . . Perfectly paced and perfectly 
pitched, this book never loses sight 
of the fact that Marian Anderson was 
both a world-class musician and a 
powerful symbol to her people." 

Keys to Ryan's Success 

Ryan enjoys almost every aspect of 
her writing life. "The thing I like most 
about writing is that it is not boring," 
she explained.

The 
most wonderful thing about writing 
has been that I can 'try on' many lives 
that might be different from my own.

Ryan's hobbies include reading, walking on the beach, and following her 
children's activities. She is also "very interested in Mexican culture and fas- . 
cinated with its festivals," and has made a number of trips to Mexico. She 
loves to travel.

Snicket grew up in the San Francisco 
area in a peaceful neighborhood full 
of big houses with expansive lawns. A 
funny and imaginative child, he was 
popular with other kids his age. "He 
could see the humor in everything," 
recalled his mother. But he also was 
an observant and sensitive youngster. 
Sandra Handler remembers that as 
her son watched schoolyard bullies 
go unpunished for their actions and 
read stories detailing the cruelty and 
thoughtlessness that some people 
were capable of. Early on, he devel- 
oped a "sense of unfairness in the 
world." 

Snicket was drawn to literature as a 
young child, and by the time he was 
seven years old he was regularly writ- 
ing stories of his own. Looking back 
at these early writing efforts, he says 
that he preferred to write stories "in 
which mysterious and creepy things 
happen." In fact, like many other 
young people, he often wished that 
he could be a "dark, mysterious per- 
son" to other people. 



A self-described "sissy," Snicket did 
not like playing sports. He much pre- 
^ ferred to spend his free time reading 

books by Roald Dahl, Edward Gorey, 
and Zilpha Keatley Snyder. All three of these authors wrote children's 
books that featured strange and creepy characters, spooky settings, and a 
sort of gloomy humor about life and death. "I didn't like stories where 
people ran off to summer camp and everybody just had a grand old time, 
or tried to join the soccer team," Snicket explained. "I think it's always de- 
pressing to me that there's so many books marketed for young boys who 
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want to read that are about sports. . . . The idea that a bookworm boy 
would want to read about sports always cracked me up. That is exactly 
what the bookworm boys read books to get away from. They're hiding 
from the teacher at recess because they don't want to play kickball, and 
then the teacher is like, 'Here, read this book about a hockey team!"' He 
also admitted that he did not care for The Lord of the Rings or other fan- 
tasies that featured fire -breathing dragons and brave swordsmen. "I was 
never much of a fan of books in which people were casting spells," he said. 

As Snicket grew older, his parents actively encouraged their son's interest 
in literature. "My parents were always very avid readers," he said, "and so I 
never got the sense that they really meant what they said when they said, 
'You really ought to be outside playing baseball,' because neither of them 
are really athletic either. And so even though they would say that, it never 
really rang true One thing that they did that I just thought was fantas- 

tic was that they would read to me when I was very young and stop at a 
suspenseful moment. And then they would say, 'Well, it's now time for 
bed. And under no circumstances should you read with this light over here 
that we're placing near your bed. Under no circumstances should you turn 
this on and read [your book] .'And then, of course, I would. And then the 
next day when the bookmark was in a different place in the book, they 
would read as if nothing had happened." 

EDUCATION 

Snicket attended San Francisco's prestigious Hoover Middle School and 
Lowell High School. He was an excellent and popular student who en- 
gaged in a wide variety of extracurricular activities, from editing the high 
school's literary magazine to playing tuba in the school band. In 1988 he 
was valedictorian of his graduating class, and his classmates voted him 
both "best personality" and "class clown." 

Snicket attended college on the other side of the country from California, 
at Wesleyan University in Connecticut. Early in his stay at Wesleyan, he 
earned a Poets Prize from the Academy of American Poets. But during his 
time of study at the school he gradually moved away from poetry in favor 
of prose writing. In 1992 he graduated from Wesleyan with a bachelor's 
degree (B.A.) in American studies. Armed with an Olin Fellowship — a 
type of scholarship that includes a financial gift — he decided to write a 
novel. 

In 1993 Snicket moved to San Francisco with his girlfriend, Lisa Brown, a 
fellow graduate of Wesleyan. For the next few years he divided his time be- 
tween his novel and a part-time job as a comedy sketch writer for the

fact, his decision to narrate each book as the odd and mysterious Lemony 
Snicket has made him as famous with young readers as the three brave 
but unlucky Baudelaire children — Violet, Klaus, and Sunny — that are the 
central characters in the Unfortunate Events tales. 

Breaking into Publishing 

Snicket's first two novels were written for adults under his own name, 
Daniel Handler. In 1999 he published his first novel, The Basic Eight, about 
a popular clique of teenagers and their involvement in a murder. One year 
later, his book Watch Your Mouth hit bookstore shelves. In this second 
novel, a college student named Joseph becomes romantically involved 
with Cynthia, another student at his school. But when the couple decide to 
spend the summer with her family in Pittsburgh, he becomes puzzled by 
the family's strange ways and grows extremely uncomfortable with the 
sexual undertones of their interactions. Both books attracted kind words 
from reviewers, who described him as undeniably talented and witty. But 
neither novel became a major critical or popular success. 

Even as he was completing Watch Your Mouth, however, he was also trying 
his hand at writing a book for children. He had never written a children's 
book before. But Susan Rich, an editor at a New York publishing company, 
convinced the author to make the attempt. "I knew we shared a similar 
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sensibility about children's books, which I'd define as a resistance to fall 
into overly trodden paths of traditional stories, and a resistance to anything 
that is too sweet or patronizing or moralistic" she later explained. Before 
long, he became so excited about the project that he decided to write an 
entire series of books for kids, which became A Series of Unfortunate Events. 

When Snicket agreed to make children his primary audience for his next 
writing effort, he did not bother to investigate the tone or style used by 
other contemporary writers of children's books. "I did very little reading of 
books that were meant for that age," he said. "I just tried to think of what I 
would have wanted to read when I was in third or fourth grade and write a 



story accordingly." With this in mind, 
he set about writing a tale that would 
capture the same feeling of dark fun 
and adventure that he had enjoyed in 
the books of Dahl, Gorey, and Snyder. 

One of Snicket's first major decisions 
was to turn his main characters — 
three siblings — into orphans. "I think 
it was more just a basic fantasy that I 
think nearly every child and probably 
most adults have, which is, 'What if I 
were all alone in the world?"' He ex- 
plained. "From that very first moment 
that you're maybe at the zoo and you 
take your mother's hand and you 
look up and it's not your mother, it's 
just some other tall person, and you 
suddenly have this sense of, 'What if I 
were alone? And what if no one was 
taking care of me?"' 

The author also decided to draw the 
names of many of the series' charac- 
ters from literature. For example, he 
gave the orphans the last name of 
Baudelaire, taken from Charles Baude- 
laire, a famous French poet of the 19th 
century. "The literary names are there 
mostly because I look forward to kids 
growing up and finding Baudelaire in 
the poetry anthology and having that 
be something else to be excited about,"

The Mysterious Lemony Snicket 



Finally, he decided to narrate each 
book in A Series of Unfortunate Events 
from the perspective of "Lemony 
Snicket," an imaginary author who re- 
lates the adventures of the Baudelaire 
children in a gloomy but entertaining 
way. "Lemony Snicket, this man who 
speaks directly to the reader and also 
who is tangentially involved in the story that he's telling, is really more a 
character," he said. "We just thought it would be fun to publish the books 
under the name of this character." 



» 



The author notes that he had actually been using the name Lemony 
Snicket for some time prior to the creation of the Unfortunate Events series. 
The name had been bom a few years earlier, when he had been research- 
ing his adult novel The Basic Eight. "I needed to contact for research pur- 
poses some right-wing political organizations and religious groups, and I 
wanted material mailed to me, but I didn't want to be on their mailing list, 
for obvious reasons," he explained. "And so someone asked me, 'So what 
is your name?' And I opened my mouth and out popped the words, 
'Lemony Snicket.' And so it became a joke among all of my friends. We 
would write letters to the newspaper and sign them Lemony Snicket . . . 
and reserve tables in restaurants under the [name] Lemony Snicket and all 
sorts of things like that." 

In 1999 Snicket completed and published The Bad Beginning, the first book 
in A Series of Unfortunate Events. On the very first page, the author — writ- 
ing as Lemony Snicket, of course — issued a humorous warning that the 
book was not like other children's books: 



"If you are interested in stories with happy endings, you would be bet- 
ter off reading some other book. In this book, not only is there no 
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happy ending, there is no happy beginning and very few happy things 
in the middle. This is because not very many happy things happened 
in the lives of the three Baudelaire youngsters. Violet, Klaus, and 
Sunny Baudelaire were intelligent children, and they were charming 
and resourceful, and had pleasant facial features, but they were ex- 
tremely unlucky, and most everything that happened to them was rife 
with misfortune, misery and despair. I'm sorry to tell you this, but 
that's how the story goes." 

From there, the morose narrator of The Bad Beginning explains how the 
Baudelaire children lost their parents in a fire that also destroyed their 
mansion home. The kids are then sent to live with Count Olaf, who claims 
to be their uncle. But it soon becomes clear that Count Olaf only wants the 
children's inheritance, which they cannot claim until they reach adulthood. 
As the tale progresses, he plots to seize the fortune by forcing 14-year-old 
Violet to marry him. But the Baudelaire children fight his dastardly plan. 
Armed with Violet's inventive mind, Klaus's uncanny skill at finding useful 
information in libraries, and baby Sunny's unusually sharp teeth, the bright 
and resourceful children foil his scheme and flee. Olaf promptly gives chase, 
setting the stage for subsequent volumes in the series. 

The Bad Beginning received warm praise from critics. Booklist, for example, 
admitted that the author's "droll humor, reminiscent of Edward Corey's, 
will be lost on some children." 

But the review added that "plen- 
ty of children will laugh at the 
over-the-top satire; hiss at the 
creepy nefarious villains; and root 
for the intelligent, courageous, 
unfortunate Baudelaire orphans." 

Soon the second and third books 
in A Series of Unfortunate Events 
were being whisked off store 
shelves by eager young readers. 

As with the opening book of the 
series, these books — The Reptile 
Room and The Wide Window — 
found the Baudelaire children in 
perpetual danger from the vil- 
lainous Count Olaf, who turns 
out to be a master of disguise. In 
The Reptile Room (1999), the 
Baudelaire children are sent to 
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live with their Uncle Monty, but Count Olaf arrives and devises a scheme to 
use their uncle's large reptile collection to capture the inheritance. In The 
Wide Window (2000), Violet and her brothers move in with their elderly Aunt 
Josephine, where they are joined by a sailboat captain who turns out to be 
Count Olaf. 

As in the first book of the series, Snicket began both of these titles with an 
author's dedication to someone named "Beatrice," a mysterious love who 
has apparently died, to Snicket's everlasting sorrow. He also closed each 
book with a "cliffhanger" — a situation in which the Baudelaire children 
seem to be on the verge of death or capture by the evil Count. 

As these books were released, publicity for Snicket's Unfortunate Events se- 
ries grew by leaps and bounds. Children rushed out to buy each new book 
in the series, and critics applauded the author's ability to capture young 
readers' imaginations. School Library Journal , for example, stated that "the 
misfortunes [in the books] hover on the edge of being ridiculous, [but] 
Snicket's energetic blend of humor, dramatic irony, and literary flair makes 
it all perfectly believable." Other reviewers stated that Snicket managed to 
create suspense without truly frightening children. "Readers never truly 
worry that [the Baudelaire] orphans will be defeated in this or their next 
adventure," according to Booklist. Mystery writer Ayelet Waldman added 
that "Daniel gets it that children like to be scared. He also knows when to 
stop." 




Snicket's Line of Bestsellers 



In 2000 Snicket continued to re- 
lease new books in the Unfortu- 
nate Events series. In the fourth 
book. The Miserable Mill, the 
Baudelaires are sent to a faraway 
town to live with a guardian who 
owns the Lucky Smells Lumber- 
mill. But their lives are soon 
threatened once again by the 
vile Count Olaf. Booklist praised 
this fourth installment as "deli- 
cious" and "another plum for the 
orphans' fans." The Austere Acade- 
my, the fifth book in the series, 
finds the children enrolled at 
Prufrock Prep School, where they 
are forced to live in a shack and 
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endure all sorts of terrible trials at 
the hands of instructors, students, 
and — of course — Count Olaf . 

Snicket added three more books 
to A Series of Unfortunate Events in 
2001. In The Ersatz Elevator, the 
Baudelaire kids go to live in a 
fancy penthouse apartment, but 
they are soon forced to put then- 
own lives at risk to save two 
friends from Count Olaf's terri- 
ble clutches. This book prompted 
School Library Journal to note that 
"despite Snickefs perpetual caveats 
[warnings] to 'put this book down 
and pick up another one/ the 
Baudelaires are dynamic charac- 
ters who inspire loyalty to the in- 
evitable end of the series." In the 
series' seventh book. The Vile Village, the children are sent to a terrible, 
crow-infested village that adopts orphans so that they can take care of all 
the town's unpleasant chores. And in The Hostile Hospital, Count Olaf dis- 
guises himself as a surgeon as part of an evil plan to cut off Violet's head 
during an operation. 

All of these books were snapped up by children. Young readers loved fol- 
lowing the adventures of the Baudelaire children, and they enjoyed Le- 
mony Snicket's weird but engaging storytelling voice. In fact, by May 2002 
seven of the eight titles from A Series of Unfortunate Events were on the 
Children's Bestseller List in the New York Times. Kids also flocked to the 
Lemony Snicket web site (www.lemonysnicket.com), where his unique 
brand of droll humor is on full display. 

In recognition of the rising popularity of the Snicket books. Nickelodeon 
bought film and television rights to A Series of Unfortunate Events. In 2002 it 
was announced that Barry Sonnefeld, director of the Men in Black and The 
Addams Family movies, had signed a contract to direct the film version of 
the series. Sonnefeld's involvement delighted Snicket, who had agreed to 
write a screenplay for the movie. 

In some ways, Snicket remains stunned by the popularity of the series. 
"[The reception for the series has] literally been beyond my wildest 
dreams," he said. "It's been an amazing and delightful sort of success be- 
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Lemony Snicket 



cause I feel I'm doing good work. . . . The satisfying thing about writing for 
children is you never love a book the way you do when you are 10. To be in 
that place in a reader's head is almost a sacred experience." 

Writing About Evil in a Scary World 

The Lemony Snicket series has attracted strong support from many re- 
viewers and fellow writers of books for children and young adults. Diane 
Roback, children's editor at Publishers Weekly, stated that "once in a great 
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while a book comes along that feels completely fresh, and Lemony Snicket 
is it. [The series is] really antithetical to what most people think of as tradi- 
tional kids' books — in fact, they take that whole gooey, smiley, happy- 
ending notion of children's literature and turn it right on its ear." Children's 

a 



book writer Liz Rosenberg has com- 
mented that "I don't know when I've 
last seen a more original, funny, and 
eccentric group of books." And Horn 
Book Magazine reviewer Christine Hep- 
permann notes that "Amidst all the ir- 
reverence in A Series of Unfortunate 
Events lie some genuinely poignant 
observations on perils more common 
to the average reader than swarms of 
ravenous leeches or imprisonment in 
towers. . . . Unfortunate Events ac- 
knowledges that not everything that 
happens in life is within one's control, 
especially if one is a child." 

But the series has also been criticized 
by some adult readers. They feel that 
the books are excessively sad and 
scary and that they portray all adults as 
either evil, cowardly, or foolish. The 
Lemony Snicket books have also been 
condemned for dwelling too much on 
death, which is a concept that some of 
his younger readers do not complete- 
ly understand. Concerns about the 
gloomy tone of A Series of Unfortunate 
Events were raised again after Septem- 
ber 11, 2001, when terrorists slammed 
hijacked airplanes into New York's 
World Trade Center towers, the Penta- 
gon in Washington, D.C., and Pennsyl- 
vania, killin g thousands of people.

Handler strongly defends the style and tone of his novels, though. "Since 
September 11, interviewers have asked me if it is appropriate to tell such 
stories, when there are plenty of real orphans and villains to worry about," 
he wrote in an article for the New York Times. "The answer, judging from the 
hundreds of e-mail messages and letters I have received, is that it is more 
than appropriate; it is necessary. My young readers are not only finding a

The "Secret" Identity of Lemony Snicket 

In 2002 the author continued to have great fun with his Lemony Snicket 
character. In the spring he released Lemony Snicket: The Unauthorized Auto- 
biography, a book full of codes, riddles, photographs, and other clues about 
the identity and background of the series' strange narrator. In reality, the 
riddles and photographs only deepen the mystery surrounding the Snicket 
character, but reviewers praised it as an amusing diversion for fans of the 
Unfortunate Events series. "A certain maniacal glee went into the creation of 
this archly humorous volume," said Publishers Weekly. "The contents lead 

readers on a merry goose chase Readers are left as nearly in the dark 

about Snicket as they were at the start. Of course, this is all part of the fun, 
guaranteed to make the author's fans itch to get their hands on a copy of 
this devious romp masquerading as an autobiography." 

When making personal appearances at schools and bookstores, the author 
pretends that Lemony Snicket is a real person. At each appearance, he in- 
troduces himself as "Mr. Snicket's personal representative" and explains 
that Snicket will not be appearing because he has been injured in a strange 
accident or a weird encounter with a shark or other fearsome creature. At 
most appearances, the children in the audience laugh and shout at this news, 
for they know that Handler is really Snicket. 
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Snicket then proceeds to entertain his young audience with songs, read- 
ings from the Unfortunate Events books, and humorous descriptions of 
the unfortunate Snicket. "[He] is an astonishingly gifted performer," 
wrote Daphne Merkin in the New York Times Magazine after one appearance. 



"Forty- five minutes into his act . . . the 
crowd of kids and teachers and book- 
store staff is still captivated.

Snicket has announced that A Series 
of Unfortunate Events will be a 13- 
book series. During the first couple 
years of the series, he released two or 
three books a year. But beginning 
with the ninth installment — The Car- 
nivorous Carnival , due in October 2002 
— he intends to publish only one 
book a year. "It was really hard to 
make that decision," he admits. "I have
